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Uproar across US over 
Roe vs Wade reversal

WASHINGTON: A day after the 
US Supreme Court overturned 
Roe v Wade, striking down the 
fundamental right of women to 
abort and leaving the decision 
to states, a divided America 
woke up to a range of Republi- 
can states banning or severely 
circumventing the right to abort 
while civil society groups pro- 
tested against the verdict. Presi- 
dent Joe Biden rolled out a set of 
executive actions to offer abor- 
tion-related protections, and 
Democrats reoriented their 
campaign focus for the mid- 
term elections to focus on the 
issue. 

The international community 
— for once it was the US that 
was at the receiving end of 
global concern and criticism — 
condemned the verdict and the 
violation of human rights in the 
US, with some of America’s 
closest allies calling it “horrific”, 
“incredibly upsetting”, and a 
“big step backwards”. 

On Friday, in a verdict that 
both reflected and deepened the 
divisions in America on the 
issue of abortion, a conserva-

Biden signs first major 
law on guns in decades 


WASHINGTON: US President Joe 
Biden signed a rare bipartisan 
bill which institutionalises a set 
of limited gun safety measures 
on Saturday into law. Calling ita 
“monumental day”, Biden 
acknowledged that the law 
doesn’t go far enough but said 
that it would save lives. The new 


legislation includes provisions to 
help states keep guns out of the 
hands of those deemed to be a 
danger to themselves or others 
and blocks gun sales to those 
convicted of abusing unmarried 
intimate partners. It does not 
ban sales of assault-style rifles or 
high-capacity magazines. P15

CONTROVERSY AS 
IAS OFFICER'S SON 
DIES OF GUNSHOT 
IN CHANDIGARH 


CHANDIGARH: The 27-year-old 
son of IAS officer Sanjay Popli 
died of a bullet wound in Chan- 
digarh on Saturday, with police 
saying he died by suicide but the 
family alleging foul play. 

Popli was arrested last week 
in connection with a graft case. 

Chandigarh senior superin- 
tendent of police Kuldeep Cha- 
hal said the son allegedly shot 
himself in the head with his 
father’s licensed pistol. “The 
vigilance team had arrived (at 
the IAS officer’s house) for an 
enquiry and heard a gunshot. 
After verification, they realised 
that his son had shot himself 
with his licensed gun,” Chahal 
said. 

However, Popli accused the 
police of shooting his son. “Iam 
an eye-witness, they (police offi- 
cials) are taking me....my son 
was shot by them,” he said. >Pp9 


Heat, pollution hurt health of 
outdoor workers in city: Study

NEW DELHI: Prolonged exposure 
to extreme temperatures and 
high pollution severely impacts 
people’s health in the national 
capital, a study led by scientists 
from the Indian Institute of 
Technology Tirupati has found. 

People who have to work out- 
doors for long periods in Delhi 
complained of health complica- 
tions, including breathing diffi- 
culties or acute lung function 
impairment, irregular heartbeat 
and chest discomfort, back, 
shoulder, and joint pains, eye 
redness and irritation, skin 
rashes, headaches, and overall 
weakness, said the study — 
Health impact assessment of 
Delhi’s outdoor workers exposed 
to air pollution and extreme 
weather events: an integrated

epidemiology approach — 
released on Saturday. 

“Over the years, air pollution 
in Delhi has become a signifi- 
cant concern. The city’s geo- 
graphical location renders it 
particularly vulnerable to air 
pollution events such as smog, 
as well as harsh weather condi- 
tions in both summer and win- 
ter,” said co-author Suresh Jain, 


professor at IIT Tirupati. “Out- 
door workers are among the 
hardest hit in such scenarios.” 

Researchers surveyed 283 
people for the study, which 
included auto-rickshaw drivers, 
street vendors and sweepers, 
who have to spend the most 
part of their day outdoors and 
are constantly exposed to pollu- 
tion, Jain said. 

About 47% of the auto-rick- 
shaw drivers, 47% of street ven- 
dors and 48% of sweepers 
reported major health impacts 
of prolonged exposure to out- 
door pollution levels, the study 
said. 

The lung function tests con- 
ducted during the study 
revealed that the majority of 
respondents (39% sweepers, 
33% vehicle drivers and 27% 
street vendors) had limited lung 
function. Pa

Threat from within: Protecting conman Sukesh 
in jail latest challenge for authorities at Tihar

NEW DELHI: A constable of the 
Tamil Nadu Special Police (TSP) 
Force stands guard outside a cell 
in Tihar prison’s jail number 1. 
He isn’t a part of the prison’s 
internal security set-up and 
doesn’t report to any of its offi- 
cers. The constable has just one 
job — making sure that alleged 
conman Sukesh Chandrashe- 
khar is safe. 


Tihar jail officers have put in 
place several new measures to 
ensure Chandrashekhar’s safety, 
and to make it impossible for 
him to level false allegations of 
assault to get himself trans- 
ferred. 

The 33-year-old had earlier 
filed a petition in the Supreme 
Court seeking a transfer from 
Tihar because of the threat to his 
life. The Centre, Enforcement 
Directorate and jail authorities 
have objected to shifting him out 


from Tihar. The Supreme Court 
will hear the matter on June 30. 

Prison officers who spoke on 
condition of anonymity said the 
threat against Chandrashekhar 
is from within the system. 

“The people who are co-ac- 
cused in his case are very influ- 
ential former jail officers, who 
ran the prison... After their 
arrest, not only were their 
careers cut short but they are 
also facing criminal charges and 
are lodged in the same prison 


complex... Chandrashekhar is 
the prime accused and also the 
most important witness in the 
case,” said a prison officer. 

The case itself involves the 
attempt to extort of 2200 crore 
from industrialist Shivinder 
Mohan’s wife. The police investi- 
gating the case have mentioned 
in their case files that the now 
suspended jail officers were paid 
a monthly bribe of up to 250 
lakh for helping Chandrashe- 
khar inside the jail. >P4

MUMBAI/GUWAHATI: ‘The 
national executive of the Shiv 
Sena on Saturday passed a resolu- 
tion that no other political outfit 
can use its name or that of its 
founder, late Bal Thackeray, while 
a group of rebel legislators, led by 
dissident MLA Eknath Shinde, 
said it has named itself Shiv Sena 
(Balasaheb). 

Reposing its faith in chief 
minister and party chief Uddhav 
Thackeray, the executive, which 
met for an emergency session in 
Mumbai, also passed a resolu- 
tion authorising Uddhav to take 
necessary action against the 
“traitors”. The party, however, 
did not take any immediate 
action against Shinde. 

Moving the proposal over the 
party’s name, Sena parliamenta- 
rian Arvind Sawant said: “Shiv 
Sena and Balasaheb are two 
sides of the same coin and can- 
not be separated. Therefore, 
nobody except the party (Sena) 
can use Shiv Sena and Balasaheb 
Thackeray.” 

“No other political party or 
group can stake claim to these 
names,” said MP Anil Desai, add- 
ing that the party has written to 
the Election Commission of 
India on this issue. 

The Shiv Sena national execu- 
tive meeting is usually held every 
five years, with the next sched- 
uled for 2023. But on Friday, 
party president Uddhav Thack- 
eray called for an emergency 
meeting following Shinde’s 
revolt. The extent to which 
Shinde has damaged the party

MUMBAI: Rebel Shiv Sena leader 
Eknath Shinde on Saturday 
alleged that the Maharashtra 
government has withdrawn the 
security of the rebel legislators in 
a bid to pressurise him.

MUMBAI: With the Eknath Shin- 
de-led faction refusing to come to 
the negotiating table, Maharashtra 
assembly deputy speaker Narhari 
Zirwal on Saturday began the 
process of disqualification of rebel 
legislators. Summons have been 
issued to 16 MLAs, including 
Shinde, asking them to file a writ- 
ten reply by Monday evening to a 
disqualification petition filed by 
Shiv Sena. 

“Following the disqualification 
request made with the deputy 
Speaker, summons have been 
issued against you under the 
Members of Maharashtra Legisla- 
tive Assembly [Disqualification on 
Ground of Defection] Rules, 1986. 
You can file a written reply in your 
defence by June 27 till 5.30 pm 
along with the relevant documents 
that you feel are necessary for ref- 
erence,” said the summons issued 
by Rajendra Bhagwat, principal 
secretary, Maharashtra legisla- 
ture, on behalf of the deputy 
speaker. “Failing to this, a decision 
on the disqualification request will 
be taken considering that you have 
nothing to say,” it added. 

On the other hand, the adamant 
Shinde camp said they would chal- 
lenge the summons in court. 

Deepak Kesarkar, a rebel MLA, 
said, “The decision taken by the 
deputy speaker will be challenged 
in court as we don’t accept it. As

per the constitutional provisions, a 
group having two-thirds of the 
MLAs has all the right to choose its 
own leader. Shinde is leading the 
legislative party of Sena and no 
one has left the party.” 

He further said they would 
seek more time to reply to the 
notices. “We will respond to the 
notices. Knowing well that it is 
the weekend, we have been 
asked to respond within 48 
hours. But keeping the principles 
of natural justice in mind we will 
seek an extension of a week. 
There is no urgency.”

Anant Kalse, however, said the 
MLAs would have to reply within 
the stipulated time and the deputy 
speaker could take a decision in 
three days. The rebel group is also 
planning to request governor Bha- 
gat Singh Koshyari to convene a 
special session of the legislature to 
move a no-confidence motion 
against Zirwal. 

“We do not have a chairman of 
the legislative council and speaker 
of the assembly and the responsi- 
bility of the council and assembly 
lies with the deputy chairman and 
the deputy speaker. We can’t com- 
ment on them but can only bring 


in ano-confidence motion. If they 
refuse, we will go to the Governor 
and demand a special session fol- 
lowing which the motion can be 
put to a vote,” Kesarkar said. 

He also said they had taken 
the decision (rebellion against 
the party leadership) to safe- 
guard the existence of Sena. “The 
Nationalist Congress Party has 
tried to hijack our party, made 
attempts to defeat our MLAs, 
and created problems for MPs. 
Both Congress and the NCP have 
no majority and in no case will 
we extend our support to them.”

“The 
no-confidence motion was sent 
through an email ID which does 
not belong to a legislator. Also, 
among the signatures of MLAs, 
two are from Sena who are against 
such a motion,” an official from 
the state legislature said. 

Two independent MLAs — 
Mahesh Baldi and Vinod Aggar- 
wal — who are seen close to the 
Bharatiya Janata Party — recently 
filed a notice reminding Zirwal 
that a no-confidence notice against 
him was still pending.

MUMBAI: The Bharatiya Janata 
Party (BJP) will wait and watch, 
Union minister Ramdas Athaw- 
ale said on Saturday after meet- 
ing former chief minister and 
Leader of Opposition Devendra 
Fadnavis at his residence in 
Mumbai. 

Several Maharashtra BJP lead- 
ers were present at the meeting, 
news agency ANI reported. 

“I spoke with Devendra Fad- 
navis. He said that we do not 
have anything to do with the 
internal conflict in Shiv Sena. 
Uddhav Thackeray and Eknath 
Shinde will themselves resolve 
the dispute between them, we do 
not have anything to do with 
that. We are waiting and watch- 
ing,” Athawale told reporters 
after the meeting. 

The Republican Party of India 
chief and NDA ally further high- 
lighted that the ruling Maha- 
rashtra Vikas Aghadi (MVA) no 
longer enjoyed majority in the 
legislature as over two-third 
Sena MLAs were with rebel 
leader Eknath Shinde. “Shiv Sena 
rebel Eknath Shinde has support 
of more than two-third MLAs, 
thus reducing the MVA govern- 
ment to a minority,” he said. 

He also said Sena workers 
must not threaten the rebel 
MLAs, adding that “if the Sena 
party workers indulge in dada- 
giri, then we are capable of 
reacting to it in the same way”. 


Sec 144 in Mumbai till 
July 10; political leaders’ 
security strengthened

MUMBAI: Amid the escalating 
tensions between Maharashtra’s 
ruling coalition partner Shiv Sena 
and its rebel faction, the Mumbai 
Police on Saturday imposed Sec- 
tion 144 of the Criminal Proce- 
dure Code (CrPC), which disal- 
lows movement and unlawful 
assembly of five or more people, 
in the city. Police personnel have 
also been deployed outside the 
offices and residences of political 
parties and leaders, an official 
familiar with the matter said. 

The instructions to remain 
alert and to provide security was 
taken at a meeting chaired by 
Mumbai Police commissioner 
Sanjay Pandey. 

The prohibitory, orders issued 
by the city police under CrPC Sec- 
tion 144 in the first week of June 
ahead of the Rajya Sabha elec- 
tions, will continue to remain in 
place till July 10, the official said. 

“The city police personnel 
have been asked to remain alert 
and maintain law and order situ- 
ation in the city. They have been 
instructed to coordinate with the 


local leaders of political parties 
and get in advance the informa- 
tion related to their pro- 
grammes, movement and 
deployment of bandobast during 
the meetings and political 
events.” 

Officials of the special branch 
have been asked to monitor the 
social media platforms and take 
action against those persons who 
are found posting objectionable 
content, messages, videos, police 
added. “The police personnel 
have been asked to ensure that 
the workers of political parties do 
not take law into hand, indulge in 
violence or damage public prop- 
erty. The officials have been 
asked to take stringent action 
against the violators.” 

The police staff has also been 
asked to ensure that no objection- 
able banner and hoarding comes 
up anywhere, the official said. 

Mumbai police are already on 
high alert to avoid any untoward 
incidents in view of the current 
political developments, the police 
official said. Police have deployed 
adequate security at various 
important places in the city, he 
added.

MUMBAI: A key indication to 
understanding the sudden and 
large-scale rebellion in Shiv 
Sena’s ranks lies in seeing which 
constituencies the rebels repre- 
sent. Of the 38 Shiv Sena legisla- 
tors in Eknath Shinde’s camp, as 
many as 23 MLAs come from 
rural and semi-urban regions of 
Maharashtra. These are MLAs 
who have won on Sena tickets no 
doubt but owing to the Mumbai- 
centric nature of the party do not 
enjoy proximity to the leader- 
ship, a fact that has been well 
exploited by Shinde who himself 
has roots in Satara district in 
western Maharashtra. 

With the new generation of 
Mumbai-centric functionaries led 
by Aaditya Thackeray increasingly 
influencing the party’s policies, the 
restiveness of MLAs from the hin- 
terland went largely unaddressed. 
“In past one year or so we heard 
more about electric buses, envi- 
ronment, tourism and metro 
trains than about rural issues in 
the party. While we could under- 
stand the focus on Mumbai, we 
were expecting some thrust on 
rural issues concerning our con- 
stituencies but they were mostly 
left to the NCP and Congress min- 
isters whose priorities were the 
constituencies held by their lead- 
ers,” said a rebel MLA from Mara- 
thwada region. 

In the nearly two years that the 
MVA coalition has been in power, 
there were several instances when 
the interests of the Shiv Sena and 
the Nationalist Congress Party 
were at odds. Both parties have 
been seeking to expand their base 
in Vidarbha, Marathwada, and 
north Maharashtra, which com- 
prise over 50% of the 288 assembly 
constituencies in the state. With 
the NCP in charge of the depart- 
ments of finance, home, rural 
development, cooperation and 
water resources it was relatively 
easier for the party to dispense 
favours and strengthen their pres- 
ence in these regions. This was 
compounded by Thackeray’s own 
inaccessibility to his legislators-- 
due to his health and the Covid-19 
outbreak. NCP legislators found it 
easier to meet deputy chief minis- 
ter Ajit Pawar, than did the Sena 
MLAs from outside Mumbai. 

The Shiv Sena’s main base has 
been always been MMR—Metro- 
politan Mumbai Region that com- 
prise the city and satellite districts 
like Navi Mumbai, Thane and Pal- 
ghar among others. Over two dec-

ades the party has built its pres- 
ence in tier-two towns of the state 
like Aurangabad, Osmanabad, 
Nanded, Buldhana, Jalgaon, Rai- 
gad, Ratnagiri, and Sindhudurg 
but many of the party MLAs from 
these regions have gone with 
Eknath Shinde. 

Rebel legislators, who spoke to 
HT attributed it to the dominance 
of the NCP in their constituencies. 
An MLA, who is with Shinde said 
that after even several complaints 
and correspondence, the CM did 
not resolve the issues of funds in 
his constituency. “I wrote 13-14 let- 
ters to the CMO and the water 
resources minister [Congress’ Jay- 
ant Patil] demanding funds for an 
irrigation project. But I received no 
reply. Later, I raised the issue of 
funds in the meeting with the CM 
saheb--while he listened patiently, 
there was no solution offered,” he 
complained. 

Yet another rebel MLA from 
Marathwada underscored how 
lack of funding was a major con- 
cern for him. “Funds for simple 
road development works or drain- 
age works needed repeated fol- 
low-up. Works worth Rs 60-70 
crore in a constituency are not 
unheard of. But other constituen- 
cies in western Maharashtra got 
funds easily while we struggled,” 
he claimed alluding to the NCP’s 
stronghold in western Maharash- 
tra. He further added that Ajit 
Pawar wold often not entertain 
requests from Shiv Sena MLAs. 

Ajit Pawar has dismissed alle- 
gations that NCP and the finance 
department blocked funds for 
Sena and Congress-held constitu- 
encies. “All ministers have the 
authority to give out funds once 
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the finance minister presents the 
budget, which is passed in both the 
house of the state legislature. Once 
the budget is presented, the funds 
are distributed to all departments. 
Whatever issue they (Sena rebels) 
have [with regards to funds], they 
should have spoken to the chief 
minister,” he said. 

Another bugbear for the rebels 
is that Uddhav Thackeray did not 
travel outside Mumbai except for 
government functions, leaving 
party functionaries in these 
regions unheard and neglected. 
Before he became CM, Uddhav 
was accessible to almost all party 
functionaries at his home, Mato- 
shree, but this changed when he 
became chief minister. A couple 
of MLAs holed up in Guwahati 
fretted that in future elections, 
unlike the one in 2019 which was 
fought in conjunction with the 
BJP, not only would they have to 
take on a BJP opponent but there 
was also the potential threat of 
losing out their seat to NCP as a 
pre-poll alliance between the two 
parties looks likely. 

Rajesh Kshirsagar, former MLA 
from Kolhapur, who joined Shinde 
on Friday in Guwahati was report- 
edly miffed with the leadership for 
not staking the claim for the Kol- 
hapur North constituency where a 
by-poll was recently held. Kshirsa- 
gar was defeated by a Congress 
leader on the seat, which was 
given to his wife after his death. In 
the long list of grievances is also 
the fact that even though some of 
them contributed generously to 
party coffers, they were kept at an 
arm’s length by the leadership. 
Paranda MLA Tanaji Sawant is 
one such instance.

Shinde says security. a mt MLAs’ kin removed

MUMBAI: Rebel Shiv Sena leader 
Eknath Shinde on Saturday 
alleged that the Maharashtra 
government has withdrawn the 
security of the rebel legislators 
with him in a bid to pressure 
him. Shinde’s allegations came 
amid violent protests by Sena 
workers in parts of the state 
against rebellion in the party. 

In a letter addressed to chief 
minister Uddhav Thackeray, 
home minister Dilip Walse-Patil 
and state police chief Rajnish Seth, 
Shinde alleged that the security of 
the rebel MLAs was withdrawn by 
the government. Walse-Patil, how- 
ever, denied any such directives by 
the government. 

The state home minister clari- 
fied that no orders were given to 
withdraw police protection of 
MLAs. He also said the police have

been asked to provide security to 
the families of the rebel legislators. 

The police have detained five 
people for vandalising the office of 
Kalyan MP Shrikant Shinde, son of

rebel Sena leader Eknath Shinde, 
at Gol Maidan locality in Ulhasna- 
gar. “His office was vandalised by 
five people using wooden rods and 
stones,” said Arun Ashan, a Shiv 


Sena leader from Ulhasnagar. 
“The five persons involved in 
vandalism were immediately 
caught by our team and we are 
investigating the matter. Security 
has been beefed up in the area and 
across the city,” said an officer 
from Ulhasnagar police station. 
Sena workers also vandalised 
the office of rebel party MLA 
Tanaji Sawant, who is currently 
camping with Shinde in Guwahati. 
The protesters wrote “gaddar” 
(traitor) on a wall of his office. 
“The ransacking of Sawant’s 
office is just the beginning and the 
offices of every traitor (rebel MLA) 
will be destroyed,” said Sena cor- 
porator Vishal Dhanawade. 
Incidents of Sena supporters 
removing or smearing black ink 
on hoardings of rebel leaders were 
reported in Kolhapur, Pathan and 
Navi Mumbai. In Kharghar, effi- 
gies of the rebel Sena MLAs were 
burnt, while posters were put up 


in Vashi in support of Thackeray. 

“If anybody hurts Shiv Sena 
chief, we won't let such people live 
peacefully,” said Sena leader 
Ambadas Danve. 

Meanwhile, rebel MLA Deepak 
Kesarkar demanded that chief 
minister Uddhav Thackeray speak 
up against the violence that 
erupted against Sena MLAs. 

“We request the CM that as the 
constitutional head he must stop 
the violence. We appeal to him to 
fulfil his duties as the CM. Don’t let 
alaw and order failure happen. If 
the Centre intervenes, they would 
cry foul now,” Kesarkar said. 

Ina tweet, Shinde alleged that 
the security deployed at the leg- 
islators’ houses was withdrawn 
on the orders of Thackeray and 
Walse Patil as part of “political 
vendetta”. “The government is 
responsible for the security of 
these legislators and their family 
members,” he added.

AAP won't spare corrupt: Kejriwal in HP

SHIMLA: The Aam Aadmi Party 
(AAP) “will not spare anyone who 
indulges in corruption”, Delhi 
chief minister and AAP national 
convener Arvind Kejriwal said on 
Saturday during a roadshow in 
poll-bound Himachal Pradesh’s 
Kullu district. 

The Delhi chief minister was 
accompanied by his Punjab coun- 
terpart Bhagwant Maan and AAP’s 
state unit chief Surjeet Thakur. 

The 68-member Himachal Pra- 
desh assembly is set to go to the 
polls later this year. “We are here 
not to do politics; neither have we 
known how to do it. But we are 
here with a resolve. We will not 
spare anyone who indulges in cor- 
ruption,” Kejriwal said during a 
public rally at Dhalpur in Kullu. 

Reiterating his vow to eradicate 
corruption, he said, “Only one 
party can do it and that is AAP.” 

This was Kejriwal and Mann’s

second visit to the poll-bound state 
within a fortnight. On June 10, the 
two held a Townhall meeting on 
education in Hamirpur. 
Kejriwal lauded Mann for 
sending his minister to jail over 
corruption charges. “Did you 
ever hear about any Chief Minis- 
ter sending his minister to jail? 


Mann found out that his Health 
Minister is involved in the wrong 
activities. If he wanted anything, 
he could have brushed it under 
carpet or asked for his share 
from the minister. But he sent 
him to jail,” the Delhi CM said. 
On May 24, Mann sacked Pun- 
jab health minister Vijay Singla 


from the Cabinet over corruption 
allegations. Singla was later 
arrested by the Anti-Corruption 
Branch. “I will not tolerate corrup- 
tion of a single rupee. We want to 
turn Punjab into a corruption-free 
state” Mann had said. 

During the rally, Kejriwal 
promised to improve the condi- 
tion of schools and hospitals in the 
state, on the lines of Delhi and 
Punjab. “When you go home think 
about which party can give your 
children a better education and 
jobs. Ifyou feel the BJP (Bharatiya 
Janata Party) and the Congress 
can do it, vote for them.” 

“You have given them (BJP and 
Congress) enough chances. Just 
give one chance to AAP...” 

At the rally, Mann accused the 
BJP and the Congress of “enslav- 
ing the people of the country”. 

“We are not here for a show of 
strength or seeking votes but to 
discuss some basics things which 
concern your children and your 
family,” he said. 


10 COPS BOOKED 
OVER MAN'S DEATH 
DURING RAID IN UP. 


KANPUR: A first information 
report (FIR) was registered 
against 10 policemen in Uttar Pra- 
desh’s Farrukhabad district on 
Saturday after a man was alleg- 
edly beaten to death during a raid 
against bootleggers in Brahmpuri 
village, police said. 

According to the police, a team 
conducted raid in Brahmpuri fol- 
lowing a tip-off and found large 
quantities of lahan — a raw mate- 
rial used in making illicit liquor. 

The FIR was registered against 
Merapur police station officer 
Jagdish Varma, sub-inspector 
Vishwajeet Arya, constables 
Sachin, Nikhil, and six unnamed 
policemen based on the com- 
plaint filed the family of the 
deceased, Gautam alias Sona. 

The policemen took him from 
his house at around lam and beat 
him to death in a nearby field, the 
family alleged. The cops fled 
when villagers reached the site, 
they saidin the complaint.

NEW DELHI: A 15-year-old boy 
was killed and two of his friends 
(both 12-years-old) were severely 
injured after the motorcycle they 
were riding crashed into a 
parked truck near Mukarba 
Chowk in northwest Delhi’s 
Jahangirpuri on Saturday. The 
two injured teenagers are under- 
going treatment, police said. 

None of the three teenagers, 
who were in an inebriated state 
when the accident took place, 
were wearing helmets. The 
motorcycle belongs to a man 
known to the deceased, and he 
will be booked soon for allowing 
a minor to ride it, said police. 

To be sure, the deceased left 
home on Friday night after an 
altercation with his grand- 
mother over “his bad habits”. 
“He borrowed the motorcycle 
from the owner, met his friends, 
consumed liquor, and went fora 
ride. Prima facie, it looks like the 
deceased did not see the parked 
truck and crashed into it. He 
died on the spot,” a police officer 
said, on anonymity. 


‘Pragati Maidan tunnel closed 
today for upkeep, not art tour’

NEW DELHI: Traffic movement on 
the Pragati Maidan tunnel will be 
shut on Sunday for maintenance 
and signage installation work, and 
not for an exhibition of artwork 
and murals, officials of the Public 
Works Department (PWD) said on 
Saturday, adding that the art tour 
plan is still being worked out. 

The India Trade Promotion 
Organisation (ITPO), which mana- 
ges the Pragati Maidan, said that in 
the long-term, the task of organis- 
ing such art tours may be out- 
sourced to private operators. 

A senior public works depart- 
ment (PWD) official said people 
should not visit the tunnel to view 
the artwork on Sunday. 

“We developed the tunnel as 
road infrastructure and it was not 
planned to have toilet spaces or 
seating areas. If we want to use it 
as an art gallery, it will need sepa- 
rate planning and policymaking, 
which needs to be undertaken by

Votes to be tallied today

NEW DELHI: The fates of 14 can- 
didates in the fray for the Rajin- 
der Nagar assembly by-election 
will be decided on Sunday when 
over 72,000 votes, polled on 
Thursday, will be counted at the 
Industrial Training Institute in 
Pusa, New Delhi, in the presence 
of election officials and repre- 
sentatives of candidates. 

The office of the chief elect- 
oral officer said the postal bal- 
lots, numbering about 229, will 
be counted first. On Thursday, 
43.75% of 164,698 eligible elect- 
ors voted in the by-election. 

The key contenders for the 
seat are AAP’s Durgesh Pathak 
and Bharatiya Janata Party 
(BJP)’s Rajesh Bhatia. From the 
Congress, former councillor 
Prem Lata is contesting the elec- 
tion. In 2020, Raghav Chadha 
won the seat after defeating his 
nearest rival, RP Singh of the 
BJP, by a margin of over 20,000 


votes. 

On Saturday, Pathak said he 
was confident ofa victory. “AAP 
is going to win the seat by a huge 
margin. During the election, we 
got support from all sections of 
people who wanted to take for- 
ward the development work 
being done under the leadership 
of chief minister Arvind Kejri- 
wal,” he said. 

Bhatia said the BJP had “won 
the hearts of the voters”. “We 
won the hearts of the voters and 
we will win the by-election as 
well. I want to thank all voters 
who turned up to cast their vote. 
Their votes will play a big role in 
the overall development of the 
constituency and in solving the 
problems of the area,” he said. 

Delhi Congress vice-president 
Abhishek Dutt said Congress 
candidate Prem Lata had 
worked hard and won the confi- 
dence of the people. 

“We hope that the result will 
be in favour of the Congress,” 
said Dutt. 


ITPO. The idea is that there should 
be guided tours with audio expla- 
nations of the various artwork.

It has a large number of murals 
depicting India’s culture, flora and 
fauna, zodiac symbols and the sea- 
sons in different parts of the coun- 
try from Kashmir to Kanyakumari 
as well as Mandala artwork. 

While inaugurating the tunnel 


and five underpasses last Sunday, 
Prime Minister Narendra Modi 
had suggested that the tunnel be 
treated as an art gallery and, once 
a week, when traffic is low, educa- 
tional tours may be organised for 
schoolchildren so that they can 
learn about the art, culture and 
festivals of the country. 

LC Goyal, chairman and man- 
aging director, ITPO, said the tun- 
nel is likely to be opened on Sun- 
days for people to view the art- 
works but it will need more 
preparations and development of 
ancillary infrastructure in terms of 
seating areas, washrooms and 
snack bars. “In the long term, we 
will have to outsource all that 
work to a private agency,” he said. 

He said visitors are likely to 
spend two to three hours walking 
around and viewing the artwork, 
for which route paths have to be 
charted out and other prepara- 
tions made. “PWD and the Delhi 
traffic police will have to take a 
final call on when the tunnel can 
be opened to visitors,” Goyal said. 


Simplify citizens’ services: LG to MCD 


NEW DELHI: Delhi’s municipal 
authorities must simplify all 
citizen-centric services like 
paying property tax, and make 
them available online by July 
31, lieutenant governor VK Sax- 
ena has instructed after a 
review of the IT initiatives of 
the Municipal Corporation of 
Delhi (MCD). 


The property tax filing sys- 
tem should be simplified and 
linked with Aadhaar numbers 
to increase collection, he 
directed, while also ordering 
the linking of the municipal- 
ity’s birth and death registra- 
tion database with other gov- 
ernment welfare schemes to 
reduce leakage. 


All citizen-centric services 
like registration of births and 
death, property tax, mutation 
of properties, approval of 
building plans, among others, 
should be digitised on a com- 
mon and simple accessible 
platform by the end of next 
month, the LG said after the 
review.

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2 TIHAR INMATES 
HELD FOR MAKING 
EXTORTION CALLS 


NEW DELHI: Two prisoners 
lodged in Tihar jail have been 
arrested for threatening a busi- 
nessman over the phone and try- 
ing to extort 250 lakh from him, 
the Delhi Police said on Saturday. 

The two were identified as Aas 
Mohammed, alias Aashu Khan, 
and Danish, alias Tigga, both of 
whom are alleged members of 
gangster Hashim Baba’s criminal 
syndicate. 

The gang, which largely oper- 
ates out of north-east Delhi, has 
been involved in robberies, 
extortion and contract killings. 

Priyanka Kashyap, deputy 
commissioner of police (east), 
said that on June 13, a business- 
man in Ghazipur received a 
WhatsApp call, in which the 
caller demanded 250 lakh. At 
first, the victim dismissed the call 
asa prank, but filed a police com- 
plaint after a second such inci- 
dent. 

“Aas Mohammed said he and 
Danish, another prisoner, made 
the threat call. Danish had the 
complainant's details because he 
worked with one of his relatives,” 
said Kashyap. 

Police said Mohammed has 
been in prison since 2017 in con- 
nection with a case of robbery. 
He was transferred to Tihar’s jail 
number 8 last month, after 
which he met his long-time 
accomplice Danish, an under- 
trial. Mohammed has 31 criminal 
cases while Danish has six. HTC 


A fresh challenge for Tihar prison 
staff: Keeping conman Sukesh safe

NEW DELHI: A constable of the 
Tamil Nadu Special Police (TSP) 
Force stands guard outside a cell 
in Tihar prison’s jail number 1. He 
isn'ta part of the prison’s internal 
security set-up and doesn’t report 
to any of its officers. Wearing a 
body camera, he guards just one 
prisoner, who’s also monitored by 
two security cameras around the 
clock. The constable has one job — 
making sure that alleged conman 
Sukesh Chandrashekhar is safe. 

Tihar jail officers have put in 
place several new measures to 
ensure Chandrashekhar’s safety, 
and to make it impossible for him 
to level false allegations of assault 
to get himself transferred. 

The 33-year-old had earlier filed 
a petition in the Supreme Court 
seeking a transfer from Tihar 
because of the threat to his life. 
The Centre, Enforcement Direct- 
orate (ED) and jail authorities have 
objected to shifting him out from 
Tihar. The Supreme Court will 
hear the matter on June 30. 

That explains the Tamil Nadu 
Special Police constable. 

It explains the armed prison 
guards who escort Chandrashe- 
khar when he leaves the cell to 
meet his legal counsel or make 


phone calls. 

It explains the separate team of 
prison officers that virtually moni- 
tors his movements through the 
CCTV cameras. 

Andi it explains why prison doc- 
tors monitor his blood pressure 
and other vitals daily, ensuring to 
keep records in case they have to 
be produced before court later. 

It is an anomaly for a single 
prisoner to have a dedicated guard 
outside his/her cell. Tihar is vastly 
overcrowded, with around 20,000 
inmates against a sanctioned 
strength of 10,026, but has just 
around 2,300 staff, which works 
out to around one worker for 
every eight prisoners. And, impor- 
tantly, not all of these 2,300 are 
prison guards — the number 
includes hospital staff, officers, 
clerks, and desk officers. 

Senior prison officers who 
asked not to be named said the 
alleged conman’s security is high 
on their priority, especially in the 
context of Chandrashekhar’s plea 
in the Supreme Court. He alleged 
he was assaulted by prison guards 
but jail authorities deny this. 

The prison’s director general, 
Sandeep Goel in an affidavit last 
week informed the court that 
there was no threat to Chandrash- 
ekhar’s life. The prison chief said 
Chandrashekhar was seeking a

transfer from Tihar to continue 
with his illegal activities, which 
have been curbed in the jail. 

ED in its application to court 
said Chandrashekhar was making 
excuses about the threats and that 
Tihar officers ensured to thwart 
any future possibility of Chan- 
drashekhar misusing jail facilities. 
The Centre on Thursday offered to 
shift him to Mandoli jail but 
underlined there was no need to 
move him atall. 

Prison officers who spoke on 
condition of anonymity said the 
threat against Chandrashekhar is 
from within the system. 

“The people who are co-ac- 
cused in his case are very influen- 
tial former jail officers, who ran 
the prison all these years. Until 


their arrest they were seasoned 
jailors. After their arrest, not only 
were their careers cut short but 
they are also facing criminal char- 
ges and are lodged in the same 
prison complex,” said a prison offi- 
cer. 

At least two former superin- 
tendents, two deputy superintend- 
ents and several other warders 
and assistant superintendents 
have been arrested in the case. 
Delhi Police are still probing the 
role of many prison employees 
who are yet to be arrested, charged 
or named in the case. 

The case itself involves the 
attempt to extort 2200 crore from 
industrialist Shivinder Mohan’s 
wife by posing as a senior govern- 
ment officer. The police investigat- 
ing the case have mentioned in 
their case files that the suspended 
jail officers were paid a monthly 
bribe of up to 250 lakh for helping 
Chandrashekhar in jail. 

This is the first case in the jail’s 
recent history in which so many 
senior jail officers were arrested 
and are now lodged as prisoners. 

A second prison officer said 
while most officers would want 
Chandrashekhar transferred out 
of Delhi, this would still be embar- 
rassing for the prison department. 

“Only last year, the former pro- 
moters of Unitech were trans- 


ferred out of Tihar because they 
were misusing facilities by bribing 
jail officers. Tihar is supposed to 
be the safest and the strictest jail 
complex across the country. Ifa 
prisoner is unsafe in Tihar then 
where would he/she be safe any- 
where in the country?” 

The officers are also protecting 
Chandrashekhar from himself. 

In April and May, he was ona 
hunger strike for at least 17 days 
demanding more visiting hours 
with his wife. 

“He had to be put on IV/fluid 
glucose (intravenous). We started 
maintaining a log of his vitals. The 
report was sent to the prison head- 
quarters every day. The medical 
report did confirm he was not eat- 
ing. It was a scary time. It is diffi- 
cult to handle such a prisoner,” a 
third prison officer said. 

Chandrashekhar’s counsel, 
advocate Anant Malik, said, 
“While being granted security and 
protection, he is still lodged at the 
place where he has allegedly com- 
mitted the offence. This is an 
unnatural conflict. The natural 
consequence of this is a threat to 
his life and personal liberties. As 81 
Tihar prison officials are still 
under investigation for allegedly 
taking bribes from Chandrashe- 
khar, he is being targeted and dis- 
criminated upon.”

Gangsters threatening 2 AAP MLAs: MP Sanjay Singh

NEW DELHI: Aam Aadmi Party 
(AAP) member of Parliament San- 
jay Singh on Saturday said his 
party MLAs Sanjeev Jha and Ajay 
Dutt have been getting extortion 
calls from gangsters, who have 
threatened them with dire conse- 
quences if they did not cough up 
25-10 lakh as “protection money”, 
as he questioned the “law and 
order situation” in the Capital (the 
Delhi Police comes under the cen- 
tral government). 

The Delhi Police said cases 


have been registered in the matter 
and that they are probing the inci- 
dent. 

Singh said Jha, the MLA from 
Burari, started receiving the extor- 
tion calls from June 20, while 
Dutt, the MLA from Ambedkar 
Nagar, received them on June 22. 

Addressing a press conference 
on Saturday, Singh said the MLAs 
have received at least 24 such calls 
with the callers threatening to 
harm them and their families if 
they do not pay the protection 
money. 

“When Jha received the extor- 
tion call from an unknown per-

son, we met the Delhi Police com- 
missioner and filed an FIR in the 
matter. We were informed that 
the case would be sent to the spe- 
cial cell for investigation. Despite 


that, another AAP MLA received 
an extortion call from the same 
person two days later,” Singh said. 

“Tf this is the kind of lawless- 
ness in Delhi, where three-time 
elected MLAs are receiving such 
calls, then imagine the situation of 
city residents. We are now waiting 
to see what investigation the Delhi 
Police will do,” Singh said. 

On Saturday evening, the spe- 
cial cell of the Delhi Police 
released a press note saying cases 
have been registered on both com- 
plaints. “On the complaint of Sh 
Sanjeev Jha, MLA from Burari 
constituency, regarding extortion 


by a caller using international 
number, FIR under applicable sec- 
tions of extortion and IT Act has 
been registered on 21.06.2022, at 
PS Special Cell, Delhi,” the note 
said. 

“Today (Saturday), a similar 
complaint was received from Sh 
Ajay Dutt, MLA from Ambedkar 
Nagar constituency, who allegedly 
received extortion threat from the 
same international num- 
ber.Another case under sections 
of extortion & IT Act has been reg- 
istered. Investigation is underway 
to identify and trace the culprits,” 
the special cell said.

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‘Outdoor workers 
worst hit by bad air, 


extreme heat, cold’

NEW DELHI: Prolonged exposure 
to extreme temperatures and high 
pollution severely impacts peo- 
ple’s health in the national capital, 
a study led by scientists from the 
Indian Institute of Technology 
(IIT) — Tirupati has found. 

People who have to work out- 
doors for long periods in Delhi 
complained of health complica- 
tions, including breathing difficul- 
ties or acute lung function impair- 
ment, irregular heartbeat and 
chest discomfort, back, shoulder, 
and joint pains, eye redness and 
irritation, skin rashes, headaches, 
and overall weakness, said the 
study, titled ‘Health impact assess- 
ment of Delhi’s outdoor workers 
exposed to air pollution and 
extreme weather events: an inte- 
grated epidemiology approach’, 
which was released on Saturday. 

“Over the years, air pollution in 
Delhi has become a significant 
concern. The city’s geographical 
location renders it particularly vul- 
nerable to air pollution events 
such as smog, as well as harsh 
weather in both summer and win- 
ter,” said co-author Suresh Jain, 
professor at IIT Tirupati. 

The study was also authored by 
researchers from TERI School of 
Advanced Studies, the University 
College of Medical Sciences, Delhi 
University, and AIIMS. 

Researchers surveyed 283 peo- 
ple for the study, which included 


auto-rickshaw drivers, street ven- 
dors and sweepers, who have to 
spend the most part of their day 
outdoors and are constantly 
exposed to pollution, Jain said. 
The study also took into account 
the impact of factors such as age 
and smoking on lung impairment 
among the participants. 

As muchas 47% auto-rickshaw 
drivers, 47% street vendors and 
48% sweepers reported major 
health impacts of prolonged expo- 
sure to outdoor pollution, the 
study found. Auto-rickshaw driv- 
ers reported the highest incidence 
of vision-related symptoms such 
as redness of the eye (44%) and eye 
irritation (36%), while most street 
vendors had headaches (43%). 

The lung function tests revealed 
that the majority of respondents 
(39% sweepers, 33% vehicle driv- 
ers and 27% street vendors) had 
limited lung function. 

Health conditions of outdoor 
workers were also found to deteri- 
orate because of extreme tempera- 
tures in both summer and winter, 
the IIT study found. 

The majority of these symp- 
toms were common among ven- 
dors (75% reported headache and 
giddiness, 36% rapid heartbeat, 
and 20% experienced fainting 
spells), followed by sweepers (60% 
had headaches, 34% had palpita- 
tions and 15% experienced fainting 
spells), and auto-rickshaw drivers 
(54% experienced headaches, 27% 
reported rapid heartbeats and 5% 
complained of fainting spells).

Teesta and ex-DGP Sreekumar

MUMBAI/AHMEDABAD: Gujarat 
police detained activist Teesta 
Setalvad and former state DGP 
RB Sreekumar from their resi- 
dences in Juhu and Gandhina- 
gar respectively on Saturday, a 
day after the Supreme Court 
ruled out a larger conspiracy 
behind the 2002 riots and 
expressed the need to proceed 
against those “disgruntled offi- 
cers” and others whose “coa- 
lesced effort was to create sen- 
sation by making false revela- 
tions”. 

On Friday, the apex court 
upheld the clean sheet given by 
the court-appointed special 
investigation team (SIT) in Feb- 
ruary 2012 to the then chief 
minister Narendra Modi and 
others in connection with the 
riots and dismissed a petition 
filed by Zakia Jafri, whose hus- 
band Ehsan Jafri was killed in 
the riots, alleging a larger con- 
spiracy. 

After the judgment, an FIR 
was registered on Saturday, 
based on a complaint by police 
inspector DB Barad against Set- 
alvad, Sreekumar, and Sanjiv 


Bhatt, also a former Gujarat 
cadre IPS officer, who is already 
in jail in connection with a cus- 
todial torture case which he has 
contested. 

In the complaint, Barad cited 
Friday’s Supreme Court judg- 
ment, which said, “At the end of 
the day it appears to us that a 
coalesced effort of the disgrun- 
tled officers of the State of Guj- 
arat along with others was to 
create sensation by making rev- 
elations which were false to 
their own knowledge. The fal- 
sity of the claims has been fully 
exposed by the SIT after thor- 
ough investigation... all those 
involved in such abuse of proc- 
ess, need to be in the dock and 
proceeded with in accordance 
with law.” 

Such officials need to be in 
the dock for “keeping pot boil- 
ing” with an ulterior motive, the 
SC had said. 

During the 2002 riots in Guj- 
arat, 69 people were killed in 
the Gulbarg housing society in 
Ahmedabad, including Con- 
gress MP Ehsan Jafri. His wife 
Zakia Jafri and activist Teesta 
Setalvad’s organisation, Citizens 
for Justice and Peace, blamed 
the then chief minister Modi 
and 62 others for their alleged

inaction during the riots. In 
2012, the SIT rejected claims of a 
conspiracy and submitted its 
findings in a local magistrate’s 
court, which accepted the 
report. Jafri challenged the 
report and sought a reinvestiga- 
tion, which was rejected by the 
court in October 2017. She then 
approached the Supreme Court. 

Based on Barad’s complaint, 
and the final report of the SIT, 
the Ahmedabad city crime 
branch on Saturday registered a 
case against Bhatt, Sreekumar 
and Setalvad under sections 194 
(giving or fabricating false evi- 
dence), 211 (false charge of 
offence made with intent to 
injure), 218 (public servant 
framing incorrect record), 468 


(forgery for the purpose of 
cheating), 471 (using as genuine 
a forged document or electronic 
record) read with 120B (crimi- 
nal conspiracy) of the Indian 
Penal Code. 

Eight officials of the Gujarat 
anti-terrorism squad (ATS) 
reached Setalvad’s residence on 
Juhu’s Tara road around 
2.30pm on Saturday. They took 
her into custody and informed 
the Santacruz police about her 
detention. 

“After completing the formal- 
ities, Setalvad was taken by the 
Gujarat police officers to 
Ahmedabad by road. They have 
registered a case against her. 
The case has been registered by 
the Ahmedabad crime branch,” 
said an officer attached to the 
Santacruz police station. 

Ina letter written to a senior 
police inspector of the Santa- 
cruz police station, Setalvad 
alleged that some officers of 
Gujarat police, including JM 
Patel and a woman officer, 
entered her bedroom and 
assaulted her. 

“They did not allow her to 
speak to her lawyer, nor showed 
her any FIR or warrant. Eight to 
ten officers just barged into her 
compound and in the process 


she suffered bruises on her left 
hand,” said her lawyer, Vijay 
Hiremath. 

“She along with Sreekumar 
will be put under arrest in a day 
or so after conducting necessary 
Covid-19 tests. Presently, they 
have been detained,” said a sen- 
ior Gujarat police official. 

Gujarat police officials said 
the state crime branch reached 
out to the ATS to carry out the 
detention because some of their 
“senior officials were in Mum- 
bai at this time, where Setalvad 
resides”. Sreekumar, they said, 
was detained by the crime 
branch from his residence in 
Gandhinagar. 

Ahmedabad crime branch’s 
Barad alleged in his complaint 
that the final report of the SIT 
indicated that Setalvad had 
“conjured/concocted/forged/ 
fabricated facts and documents 
and/or evidence” and also influ- 
enced and tutored witnesses 
and made them depose on pre- 
typed affidavits. 

Bhatt, the then deputy 
inspector general of police, and 
Sreekumar, the then additional 
director general of police, are 
also accused of providing false 
information to the SIT, accord- 
ing to the the FIR.

Assam toll reaches 122,

GUWAHATI/SILCHAR: Over 2.5 
million people were still 
affected by the floods in Assam, 
and four more people including 
two children died by drowning 
in the past 24 hours, but the sit- 
uation could improve as less 
rainfall was reported across the 
northeastern state. The total 
deaths due to excessive rainfall 
and flooding since April rose to 
122 on Saturday. On Friday, the 
total number of affected people 
was over 3.3 million. 

As many as 27 districts out of 
35 in the state, including 79 rev- 
enue circles and 2,894 villages, 
were flood-affected on Satur- 
day, according to a bulletin by 
the Assam State Disaster Man- 
agement Authority. Total of 
233,271 persons displaced by 
flooding remained in 896 relief 
camps in 22 of affected districts. 
Nearly 110 of the camps were in 
Cachar district alone, with dis- 
trict headquarters Silchar 
recording over 25,000 persons 
in relief camps. 

A total of 175 boats were 
pressed into service by the 
army, NGOs and disaster man- 
agement authorities to rescue 
5,724 marooned people. Cachar 


Silchar still submerged

recorded 5,487 of these rescues. 

Large parts of Silchar town, 
which has remained submerged 
under 5-8 feet of water since 
Monday, remained flooded on 
Saturday as well. Some parts of 
the town like Bilpar, Kanakpur, 
Sonai Road, Das Colony were 
still under water. 

“I thought the flood won’t 
reach in my area, but now it 
seems we are going to be the 
worst-affected people in town,” 
said Debolina Kar, a resident of 
Kalimohan Road in Tarapur. 

Water level in the Barak River 
at Lakhipur and Annapurna 
Ghat was flowing above the 
danger level, officials said. 

Amid the crisis, some local 


residents reported robberies in 
flood-affected areas in Silchar. 

“Last night we heard that 
people are shouting for help. I 
have seen some social media 
posts about dacoits attacking 
stranded persons in the town,” 
said Hrijoy Das Kanungo, a resi- 
dent of National Highway Road 
in Silchar.

NEW DELHI: Counting for June 23 
bypolls to three Lok Sabha seats 
and seven assembly seats across 
six states will take place on Sun- 
day. While the three Lok Sabha 
seats that are up for grabs are in 
Uttar Pradesh (Rampur and 
Azamgarh) and Punjab (San- 
grur), assembly seats are spread 
across Tripura, Jharkhand, 
Andhra Pradesh and Delhi. 
While none of the results has 
the potential of an upturning of 
government, most are high- 
pitched, prestige battles with sig- 
nificant political pride at stake. 
In Punjab’s Sangrur for 
instance, the seat that Bhagwant 
Mann relinquished as a member 
of parliament to become the 
chief minister earlier this year, 
both ruling Aam Aadmi Party 
(AAP) and opposition parties are 
pondering the implications of a 
reduction in the voting percent- 
age, from 72.4% in 2019 to 45.3% 
on June 23. The AAP is wary of 
the fact that a defeat could make 
the three-month-old Mann-led 
state government look weak, 
while for the Shiromani Akali 
Dal (SAD), a defeat will further

dent the position of party presi- 
dent Sukhbir Singh Badal, who is 
under fire for successive elect- 
oral defeats. 

In Uttar Pradesh, the bypolls 
were held on the two prestigious 
Lok Sabha seats of Rampur and 
Azamgarh — considered Samaj- 
wadi Party (SP) bastions — 
vacated by Azam Khan and Akh- 
ilesh Yadav, respectively. While 
both the SP and the ruling Bhar- 
atiya Janata Party (BJP) in the 
state have said they campaigned 
extensively in both constituen- 
cies, the SP campaign has been 
marred by suggestions of infight- 
ing, with Akhilesh Yadav not 
going to Rampur to campaign. 
The BJP has fielded Bhojpuri 
actor, singer Dinesh Lal Yadav 
Nirahua from Azamgarh and 
Ghanshyam Lodhi, an OBC, from 


Rampur. 

Four of the seven assembly 
seats going to the polls are in Tri- 
pura, where chief minister 
Manik Saha and powerful BJP- 
turned-Congress leader Sudip 
Roy Barman are both on ballot, 
in Town Bordowali and Agartala 
seats. The other two seats are 
Jubarajnagar and Surma. “The 
by-poll results are seen as a 
semi-final before the 60-seat 
assembly polls scheduled to be 
held in 2023,” said veteran politi- 
cal expert Chandan Dey. 

In Jharkhand’s Mandar, the 
bypoll was necessitated after 
three-term legislator and former 
minister Bandhu Tirkey was 
convicted by a special CBI court 
in a disproportionate assets case. 
Jharkhand Congress has fielded 
his daughter Shilpi Neha Trikey 
on its symbol, who is locked in a 
direct contest against BJP’s 
Gangotri Kujur. 

In Andhra Pradesh’s Atma- 
kur, where the election was 
necessitated after the death of 
MLA Mekapati Goutham Reddy, 
the ruling YSR Congress Party 
has nominated his brother, 
Vikram Reddy. Telugu Desam 
Party is not contesting and BJP 
fielded G Bharat Kumar Yadav. 


26/11 plotter convicted 
a week before crucial 
FATE meeting: Reports

NEW DELHI: Further details 
have emerged of the arrest and 
conviction of top Lashkar-e- 
Taiba (LeT) operative Sajid Mir, 
who allegedly directed the ter- 
rorists involved in the 2008 
Mumbai attacks, with Pakistani 
media reporting that he was 
given a prison term by a Lahore 
court a week before a crucial 
FATF meeting. 

Hindustan Times had 
reported on Friday that Paki- 
stani authorities had informed 
Western interlocutors about the 
detention and sentencing of Mir 
sometime before the plenary 
meeting of the Financial Action 
Task Force (FATF) in Berlin dur- 
ing June 14-17. The move fol- 
lowed pressure from several 
Western countries for proof of 
Islamabad’s earlier claim that 
Mir had died some time ago. 

Mir, 44, was sentenced by an 
anti-terrorism court in Lahore 
in the first week of June to 
15-and-a-half years in jail after 
being convicted in a terror-fi- 
nancing case, the Dawn news- 
paper reported on Saturday. Mir 
was also fined Pakistani rupees 
420,000 and is serving his sen- 
tence at Kot Lakhpat jail in 
Lahore, the daily cited a source 
as saying. 

“It all happened so quietly 
that no one came to know about 
such an important court verdict 
in such a high-profile case, 
except for a very brief report in 
one of the newspapers, which, 
too, could not attract attention. 
His detention, which apparently 
took place in the latter part of 
April, was also kept away from 
media’s prying eyes,” the Dawn 
reported. 

However, people familiar

with the matter had said on Fri- 
day that the Indian side had 
learnt from multilateral chan- 
nels that Mir was arrested in 
April and subsequently given an 
eight-year prison term after a 
low-key trial. Pakistan has so far 
not informed India about Mir’s 
case through bilateral channels. 

The Lahore-based The 
Nation daily had first reported 
about Mir’s conviction on June 
7. In a brief report with a 
Lahore dateline, the daily had 
said an “Anti-Terrorism Court 
(ATC) has convicted Sajid 
Majeed Chaudhary, also known 
as Sajid Mir, in a terror-financ- 
ing case for 15.5 years”. 

The report added, “The court 
has also awarded him with a 
fine of Rs 4,20,000. He was affil- 
iated with a proscribed organi- 
zation.” 

The Nation’s report on Mir’s 
conviction came exactly a week 
before FATF’s plenary meeting 
began in Berlin. In the past, too, 
Pakistani authorities have 
announced the arrest or convic- 
tion of top terrorist leaders in 
the weeks immediately before 
such meetings of FATF, which 
had considered Pakistan’s inclu- 
sion in the multilateral watch- 
dog’s “grey list” for not doing 
enough against terror financing 
and money laundering. 


DGCA HALTS OPS AT 
2 FLIGHT TRAINING 
SCHOOLS OVER 
SAFETY CONCERNS

NEW DELHI: India’s aviation 
regulator has halted operations 
at two flight training schools in 
Madhya Pradesh and Maha- 
rashtra after they were found 
“unsafe” during audits, an offi- 
cial statement said on Satur- 
day. 

Since March 21, the aviation 
regulator has conducted audits 
at 32 flying training organisa- 
tions (FTOs) in India to “assess 
safety standards and systemic 
deficiencies in operations, 
maintenance and training”. 

During the audits, it was 
found that the two training 
schools violated multiple safety 
regulations, including not con- 
ducting preflight alcohol tests, 
false logging of flights, operat- 
ing with faulty aircraft, and 
deficiency in flying and ground 
training procedures, the Direct- 
orate General of Civil Aviation 
said in a statement on Satur- 
day. It did not name the two 
institutes. 

“Tt was observed that it (run- 
way) had loose gravel and une- 
ven surface and was unsafe for 
flying...It was observed that 
three aircraft of a flying school 
had a dysfunctional fuel gauge 
indicator and they were being 
operated,” the aviation watch- 
dog said. 

Operations can resume only 
after “things are in order”, it 
added. 

The regulator earlier issued 
warning letters to two manag- 
ers and suspended two chief 
flying instructors and one dep- 
uty chief flying instructor for a 
year.Two other chief flying 
instructors, two deputy chief 
flying instructors, one assistant 
flying instructor and a student 
were suspended for three 
months.

HARIDWAR: A six-year-old girl 
was gang-raped by some uniden- 
tified persons in a running car in 
Uttarakhand’s Haridwar district, 
police said on Saturday. 

According to the police, the 
incident took place on Friday 
night when the minor girl and 
her mother were heading to 
Roorkee from Kaliyar in a rick- 
shaw. They later took a lift from 
a known person who was 
accompanying others in a car on 
the Kaliyar-Roorkee road, a sen- 
ior police officer said. 

“The accused gang-raped the 
girl before leaving the mother- 
daughter duo in a secluded place 
near the Ganga Canal stretch 
and fled in the car,” the officer 
said, requesting anonymity. The 
incident took place around 10.30 
pm and the police were alerted 
an hour later. The girl’s mother 
earns a livelihood by begging 
and lives in a shelter home, 
another police officer said, also 
wishing not to be named. 

Based on a complaint from 
the girl’s mother, a case under 
section 376 (rape) of the Indian 
Penal Code and relevant sections 
of the Protection of Children 
against Sexual Offences 
(Pocso) Act was lodged at the 
Civil Lines police station in 
Roorkee against unknown per- 
sons, said Pramendra Dobhal, 
superintendent of police, Harid- 
war (Rural). “The minor has 
been admitted to Roorkee Civil 
Hospital, where she is stated to 
be out of danger,” said Dobhal. 
“Our hunt is on to nab culprits. 
CCTV footages are being scruti- 
nised and vehicular checking at 
checkpoints is being done.”

LUCKNOW: Bahujan Samaj Party 
(BSP) chief Mayawati on Satur- 
day announced her party’s sup- 
port to National Democratic Alli- 
ance (NDA)’s presidential candi- 
date Droupadi Murmu and hit 
out at the Opposition for keeping 
her out of consultation while 
deciding on its presidential pick 
Yashwant Sinha. 

“We have decided to support

Mayawati said at a press confer- 
ence in Lucknow. She, however, 
claimed her party was politically 
neutral despite extending sup- 
port for Murmu. 

“This decision is neither in 
support of the BJP (Bharatiya 
Janata Party) and NDA nor 
against the opposition,” she said. 

Former Jharkhand governor 
Murmu, who filed her nomina- 
tion for the July 18 presidential 
election on Friday, is set for a 
comfortable victory to become 
the first Adivasi (tribal) and sec- 
ond woman to occupy the post of 
President. 

Claiming that the BSP’s sup- 
port to the NDA candidate was 
mainly because the ruling alli- 
ance fielded a woman from 
tribal community, Mayawati hit 
out at the opposition for not 
including her party in the con- 
sultations for its candidate. 

“These opposition parties 
widely engaged in fake publicity 
by dubbing the BSP as the ‘B’ 
team of the BJP,” said the former 
Uttar Pradesh chief minister. 
“This has harmed us, especially 
during this year’s assembly elec- 
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BSP chief Mayawati 


tions in Uttar Pradesh. They mis- 
led an entire community against 
the BSP and in favour of the 
Samajwadi Party. This resulted 
in BJP’s win. Yet, the opposition 
has continued with its anti-BSP 


pitch.”

NEW DELHI: Prime Minister 
Narendra Modi said on Saturday 
that he will discuss issues such 
as energy, climate, food security, 
health and counterterrorism 
with world leaders at the G7 
Summit this weekend. 

Ina statement issued ahead of 
his departure for a trip to Ger- 
many and the United Arab Emir- 
ates (UAE), Modi said he will 
visit Schloss Elmau at the invita- 
tion of German Chancellor Olaf 
Scholz for the G7 Summit. 

“In an effort to strengthen 
international collaboration on 
important global issues impact- 
ing humanity, Germany has also 
invited other democracies such 
as Argentina, Indonesia, Senegal 
and South Africa to the G7 Sum- 
mit,” he said. 

“During the sessions of the 
summit, I will be exchanging 
views with the G7 countries, G7 
partner countries and guest 
international organisations on 
topical issues such as environ- 
ment, energy, climate, food secu- 
rity, health, counter-terrorism, 
gender equality and democracy,” 
he added.

At the G7 Summit, Modi will 
participate in two sessions 
devoted to climate, energy and 
health, food security and gender 
equality. 

He will also hold bilateral 
meetings on the margins of the 
summit with leaders of G7 states 
and the guest countries. 

He said it will be a pleasure to 
meet Scholz again after their 
participation in the India-Ger- 
many inter-governmental con- 
sultations last month. 

While in Germany, Modi will 
also meet members of the Indian 
diaspora from across Europe. He 
said they are “contributing 
immensely to their local econo- 
mies as also enriching our rela- 
tions with European countries”. 


Focus on energy transition tie-ups 
in attempt to combat climate crisis

NEW DELHI: Ahead of the G7 
summit in Germany to be held 
on June 26-28, there are expecta- 
tions that leaders of the rich 
countries will explore partner- 
ships with India and Indonesia 
so that they can transition away 
from coal for energy in their 
attempts to combat climate cri- 
sis. 

Prime Minister Narendra 
Modi will be attending the G7 
summit. He will be speaking in 
two sessions on issues related to 
environment, energy, climate, 
food security, health, gender 
equality and democracy, the for- 
eign ministry said in a statement 
on Wednesday. 

On May 18, development min- 
isters of the G7 met in Berlin, 
where they discussed the G7 
summit agenda. 

A possibility of fostering just 
transition energy partnerships 
with certain developing coun- 
tries was considered at the meet- 
ing, according to the German 
federal ministry for economic 
cooperation and development. 

“Another topic the G7 will dis- 
cuss are Just Energy Transition 
Partnerships. The Partnerships 
are to mobilise high levels of pri- 
vate and public funding for spe-

cific investments in, for example, 
the socially equitable phasing 
out of coal, the increased use of 
renewable energy or the creation 
of new jobs in regions particu- 
larly affected by the energy tran- 
sition,” the German ministry 
said in a statement on May 18. 
Last year during the United 
Nations climate conference in 
Glasgow, the governments of 
South Africa, France, Germany, 
the UK, and the US, along with 
the European Union had 
announced an ambitious, long- 
term just energy transition part- 
nership to support South 
Africa’s decarbonisation efforts. 
The partnership aimed to 
accelerate the decarbonisation 
of South Africa’s economy, with 
a focus on the electricity system, 
to help it achieve goals set out in 
its emissions goals shared with 
the UN. This plan may also be 


discussed at G7 to lay out the full 
picture of how the $8.5 billion 
fund for just transition will be 
used. Support for just transition 
from coal will be critical for 
India. 

The Energy and Resources 
Institute (TERI) describes just 
transition to be a principle 
where the transition from a fos- 
sil fuel-based infrastructure to a 
sustainable infrastructure must 
be just and equitable for every- 
one, from miners and communi- 
ties to land and resources. 

“Just energy transition part- 
nership offers a unique opportu- 
nity to promote fair, inclusive, 
and climate resilient, sustainable 
development. Funding decar- 
bonisation is a broad agenda, 
and the proposed G7 deal has the 
potential to help achieve the sub- 
stantial commitments India has 
made on green energy,” Purna- 
mita Dasgupta, professor at the 
Institute for Economic Growth 
said in a statement to Climate 
Trends, a Delhi-based climate 
communications organisation. 

“The JETP is a very positive 
development and clearly the 
right move to break the stale- 
mate on climate finance at mul- 
tilateral platforms,” said Vaibhav 
Chaturvedi, fellow at the Council 
on Energy, Environment and 
Water, a think tank.

was evident from the depleted 
numbers that attended Saturday's 
meeting. The last executive meet 
in 2018 was attended by 282 func- 
tionaries. On Saturday, there were 
only 245 people present. 

The Shiv Sena also passed a res- 
olution reaffirming its ideology as 
ason-of-the-soil (Marathi Manoos) 
party as well as its allegiance to 
Hindutva. “Shiv Sena will continue 
to uphold the ideals of Balasaheb 
Thackeray and the party has not 
diluted or compromised with Hin- 
dutva in any way,” said party 
spokesperson Sanjay Raut after 
the meeting. 

Thackeray, who tested Covid- 
positive last week, had planned to 
participate in the meeting virtu- 
ally, but ended up attending it. 
Unlike Friday’s addresses, Thack- 
eray struck a far more aggressive 
note speaking to his party’s core 
leadership team. “The leaders who 
have left the Shiv Sena are now on 
their own and should not seek 
votes either in the name of the Shiv 
Sena or Balasaheb Thackeray,” 
Raut said, quoting the CM. 

Calling the crisis in the party a 
battle between “truth and lie”, Shiv 
Sena leader and state minister 
Aaditya Thackeray said: “We will 
win and the truth will prevail. This 
isa battle between truth and lies.” 

The executive also resolved that 
the party will contest all coming 
local body elections. Elections to 
the Brihanmumbai Municipal 
Corporation (BMC) will be crucial 
for the Sena which considers 
Mumbai its citadel. 

Aaditya, the chief minister’s 
son, also held a meeting with Sena 
workers from south Mumbai to 
rally the party cadre. 

The day ended with several 
meetings among the constituents 
of the Maha Vikas Aghadi (MVA) 
government in the state as the 
future of the ruling coalition hung 
in balance with a fight for control 
of the Shiv Sena intensifying. 

The rebel faction, camping ina 
Guwahati hotel, also held a meet- 
ing, following which rebel MLA 
Deepak Kesarkar said that the fac- 
tion led by Shinde — the state 
urban development minister — 
has formed the outfit Shiv Sena 
(Balasaheb). 

Addressing a virtual media 
briefing, Kesarkar said the rebel 
leaders had not quit Sena but they 
intended to forma separate group 
as they had a two-thirds majority. 
“We are still with the Shiv Sena 
and continue to be members of the 
party,” said Kesarkar. 

Shinde has the support of 38 
lawmakers, one more than the 37 
required to legally break away 


from the party. 

The senior leader, along with 15 
other rebel MLAs, has been issued 
summons by the Maharashtra leg- 
islature secretariat, seeking writ- 
ten replies by June 27 on disquali- 
fication notices filed against them. 

The day’s developments in 
Maharashtra were followed by 
hectic consultations in the Shinde 
camp in Guwahati. 

Following reports of the Sena 
resolutions, Kesarkar said, “We 
have not sought votes in the name 
of anybody; the elections are about 
two and halfyears away. There is a 
demand in our group that the 
name of our outfit should be Shiv 
Sena - Balasaheb, but now they are 
saying we cannot use ‘Balasaheb’ 
so we will only use Shiv Sena.” 

Earlier in the day, Shinde 
shared a copy ofa letter written by 
him and 37 other MLAs to the 
Maharashtra CM on Friday, accus- 
ing the state government of “ille- 
gally and unlawfully” withdrawing 
the security provided to the dissi- 
dent leaders and their families in 
“an act of revenge”. 

“We state and demand that the 
security which we are entitled to 
under protocol should be provided 
to our families with immediate 
effect,” the letter read. 

Maharashtra home minister 
Dilip Walse Patil, however, refuted 
the allegations. 

“Neither the CM nor the Home 
Department has ordered the with- 
drawal of security of any MLA... 
Keeping in view the prevailing sit- 
uation, the Home Department has 
decided to provide security at the 
residence of MLAs to keep their 
families safe,” said Patil. 

The rebel camp also tried to dis- 
pel accusations that their stay in 
Guwahati and travel on chartered 
flights from Gujarat and Maha- 
rashtra in the past few days was 
sponsored by the BJP. The party is 
in power in both Gujarat and 
Assam. “No party is paying for 
our expenses. Our leader (Shinde) 
called us and we came. BJP is not 
behind all of this,” Kesarkar told 
ANI. According to people familiar 
with the matter, the rebel camp 
has extended its reservations at 
the Guwahati hotel by two days till 
June 30. 

The BJP, meanwhile, has said it 
has no role in the political crisis 
unfolding in the state. 

Union minister Ramdas Athaw- 
ale, who met Fadnavis and other 
state BJP leaders earlier in the day, 
said, “He (Fadnavis) said that we 
do not have anything to do with 
the internal conflict in Shiv Sena.” 

The MVA government does 
not enjoy a majority in the state, 
Athawale told reporters.

“Shiv Sena rebel Eknath Shinde 
has support of more than two- 
third MLAs, thus reducing the 
MVA government to a minority. So 
many MLAs have left MVA - 37 
from Shiv Sena and 7-8 Independ- 
ents, how can Sharad Pawar, Ajit 
Pawar, Uddhav Thackeray and 
Sanjay Raut say that they will 
show the majority?,” he asked. 

The Congress, a constituent of 
the MVA, said the coalition is not 
in minority. “Today in the meet- 
ing, we had a discussion about 
the current situation. Our gov- 
ernment is not in minority,” 
Maharashtra Congress leader 
Balasaheb Thorat said after a 
meeting of state party leaders. 

There are 288 members in the 
state assembly, of which one seat 
is vacant. The effective strength 
of the House, therefore, is 287. 
The Sena has 55 members, the 
NCP has 53, and Congress 44. 
They have the support of three 
smaller parties and nine inde- 
pendent members. Together, the 
MVA has 166 members. 

The BJP has 106 lawmakers. It 
is backed by two smaller parties 
and four independents. 
Together, its strength is 112. 

The crisis first broke out on 
Monday after the MVA suffered 
a setback in the legislative coun- 
cil polls, a week after a similar 
debacle in Rajya Sabha. Shinde 
took some loyalist MLAs and 
drove to Surat from Mumbai.

upheld the SIT clean chit to 64 
people, including PM Modi, in 
the 2002 Gujarat riots case. The 
court dismissed a plea by late 
Congress MP Ehsan Jafri’s wife 
Zakia Jafri, stating that it was 
“devoid of merit and tried to 
create sensation by making 
false revelations”. Ehsan Jafri 
was among 68 people killed in 
the Gulbarg Society massacre 
on the first day of the riots in 
2002. 

Hailing the SC order, Shah 
demanded an apology from 
motivated people, who he said 
targeted Modi for years. 

He named activist Teesta Set- 
alvad as one of the people for 
spreading lies about the riots. 

The home minister said the 
riots were triggered by the 
burning of Sabarmati Express at 
Godhra, in which 59 Hindu pil- 
grims and karsewaks were 
burnt alive. “I saw a 16-day-old 
child, sitting in her mother’s 
lap, being set on fire. I did the 
cremation with my own hands,” 
he told ANI. 


Apart from concluding that 
there was no tangible material 
to prove that the riots were 
state-sponsored, planned, and a 
conspiracy hatched at the high- 
est level in the state to target the 
minority community following 
the Godhra train burning inci- 
dent in February 2002, a three- 
judge bench led by justice AM 
Khanwilkar was also scathing in 
its criticism of the “sensation 
creating” statements of “dis- 
gruntled officials” that claimed 
this. 

Referring to the observation 
made by the SC, Shah said on 
Saturday the apex court said in 
its order that the state govern- 
ment under Modi made all the 
efforts to control the Gujarat 
riots and took the right deci- 
sions at the right time. Asked if 
there was a delay in the state 
government under Modi requi- 
sitioning the army to control the 
riots, Shah said the govern- 
ment’s response was “swift and 
neutral”. 

“When the Gujarat bandh 
(curfew) was declared, we 
called in the army. It takes some 
time for army to reach,” he said. 
He also took a jibe at the Con- 
gress for not doing anything in 
the 1984 anti-Sikh riots despite 
the army headquarters being in 
Delhi. “How many SITs were 
constituted then? An SIT was 
formed in 1984 riots after our 
government came to the 
power,” Shah said. 

The SIT, appointed by the 
apex court, conducted the 
investigation into the riots and 
gave a clean chit to then Gujarat 
chief minister Narendra Modi 
and others. The Gujarat high 
court’s order dated October 5, 
2017, also upheld the SIT’s clean 
chit to Modi. 

Shah said on Saturday the 
Gujarat government gave con- 
sent for the SIT because it had 
nothing to hide. 

He said Prime Minister Modi, 
as Gujarat CM, appeared before 
the SIT without any “dharna” or 
“drama”, an apparent jibe at the 
Congress’ “satyagraha” over the 
Enforcement Directorate’s 
questioning of Rahul Gandhi in 
the National Herald money 
laundering case. 

Rejecting assertions that 
Modi influenced the SIT probe, 
Shah said: “It was a court moni- 
tored probe. The officers 
appointed in the SIT came from 
the Centre. How could it have 
been influenced?” 

Congress leader Abhishek 
Manu Singhvi said on Saturday 
the Supreme Court’s decisions 


should not be politicised. “The 
decisions of SC should never be 
politicised, but bhakts believe 
that the SC has said for Gujarat/ 
(Narendra) Modi that ‘tussi 
mahan ho’ (you are great),” 
Singhvi tweeted in a dig at the 
BJP and its followers. 

“The SC has only upheld the 
SIT, according to which there was 
no conspiracy and violence was 
spontaneous reaction. We should 
not forget that several persons 
were convicted for murder in Guj- 
arat riots,” he added.

Manali shooter tried to kill selfin 
March, took 2 guns to hotel room

GREATER NOIDA/MOHALI: A day 
after a 32-year-old Delhi resident 
shot his wife and her male 
friend, killing the friend and 
injuring her, before turning the 
gun on himself at a hotel near 
Manali town in Himachal Pra- 
desh, the police said the man 
arrived at the hill town on Thurs- 
day and carried two country- 
made pistols with him. 

The police said that around 
4am on Friday, he entered room 
102 of Hotel Himalayan Oak and 
allegedly found his wife there 
with her friend. He then tried fir- 
ing the first pistol, but it had a 
snag. He then used the second 
one to first shoot and injure his 
wife, kill her friend and then 
shoot himself, police probing the 
matter said. 

Police said the 32-year-old 
man was a chartered account- 
ant, with an office in Farrukha- 
bad, Uttar Pradesh. He also rana 
camping company in Manali. His 
30-year-old wife and her 
younger sister had taken a hotel 
near Manali on lease six months 
ago and the couple also ran a

tours and travel company, with 
its office in Delhi’s Pitampura. 

Although the couple had a 
house insouth Delhi, they 
shifted to a residential complex 
in Greater Noida about two years 
ago, police said. And as news of 
the hill town murder-suicide 
spread, neighbours at the 
Greater Noida society recalled 
that the couple had a troubled 
marriage. 

They said the last time they 
saw the couple was in March, 
when the husband had allegedly 
attempted suicide and wife 
called the police. A Greater 
Noida police officer, who 
reached their house that day, 
said, “The husband had shut 
himself in the bedroom and was 
threatening to end his life. But 


we coaxed him to come out. We 
learnt that the couple had quar- 
relled over some financial under- 
taking — he had lent her money 
for her business and accused her 
of not telling him the truth. We 
counselled them and they settled 
their differences.” 

When HT visited the couple’s 
rented flat on Saturday, it was 
locked. The building security 
guards said the house has 
remained locked for the past two 
months. The landlord said he 
has been trying to reach them for 
the past few days as they were 
yet to pay the monthly rent of 
28,500. 

“The couple always paid the 
rent on time, but not this month. 
I waited for about 20 days before 
texting them, but got no 
response. They renewed the 
lease for one more year this Feb- 
ruary,” the flat owner said, ask- 
ing not to be named. 

The couple’s family members 
declined to speak when con- 
tacted over phone. 

Police said the 30-year-old 
woman, along with her younger 
sister, had taken the hotel on 
lease six months ago. On Thurs- 
day night, they invited the male 
friend, a resident of Najafgarh in 


Delhi, for dinner. He also ran a 
hotel in Prini village near Man- 
ali, police said. 

“In the footage from CCTV 
cameras installed on the prem- 
ises, the chartered accountant 
can be seen entering the hotel 
around 4am Friday with a pistol 
in hand,” said Gurdev Chand 
Sharma, Kullu superintendent of 
police (SP), said. “He is seen 
checking the rooms one by one 
before entering room no. 102,” he 
said. 

“The room was locked from 
inside. On being alerted about 
the gunshots, police entered 
through the rear balcony and 
found the bodies of the two men. 
The woman was lying injured,” 
the SP said. 

The officer added that while 
analysing the couple’s phone 
records, it appeared the man had 
not come to Manali in the past 
six months but was in regular 
touch with his wife. Police are 
recording the statements of the 
hotel staff, who said the couple 
had a heated exchange as soon 
as the man entered the room. 
Police said the man suspected 
his wife of having an affair with 
the male friend. Both bodies 
have been sent for autopsy. 


WATER SUPPLY IN

NEW DELHI: Water supply in 
north, northwest and west Delhi 
will be ‘partially hit’ due to pro- 
duction constraints at plants in 
Haiderpur and Bawana, the 
Delhi Jal Board (DJB) said .

GHAZIABAD: A 38-year-old vege- 
table vendor was beaten to death 
with a rod by a customer on 
Thursday night in Morta, near 
Delhi-Meerut Road, the police 
said, adding that the suspect has 
been identified, but is still at large. 

According to the police, Anil 
Kumar, who hails from Hardoi in 
Uttar Pradesh, lived with his fam- 
ily at Morta and sold vegetables. 
On Thursday evening, one San- 
deep Tyagi, reportedly brought 
jackfruit from him, but returned 
that night, claiming it was stale, 
the police said. 

“Kumar and the suspect got 


into a verbal spat after the former 
refused to take the jackfruit back. 
The suspect then grabbed out a 
rod from a nearby shop and hit 
the victim. The incident took 
place around 10pm,” said a resi- 
dent of Morta who asked not to be 
named. 

The victim succumbed to his 
injuries on Friday afternoon, the 
police said. 

“Based on their complaint, we 
registered an FIR under Section 
304 (culpable homicide not 
amounting to murder) of the 
Indian Penal Code (IPC)... The 
suspect has been identified and 
he is yet to be arrested,” said Awa- 
neesh Kumar, circle officer, Kavi 
Nagar police station. 


3 IN JAHANGIRPURI

NEW DELHI: Companies offering 
virtual private network (VPN) or 
cloud services in India will be 
held liable if they do not comply 
with the government’s cyberse- 
curity policy, which mandates 
them to collect as well as main- 
tain extensive and “accurate” 
data of their consumers for five 
years, an official familiar with 
the matter said. 

“While there is no mandatory 
need for these companies to 
inform the Union ministry of 
electronics and information 
technology (MeitY) about com- 
plying with the directives, they 
may face charges if failed to pro- 
vide information regarding a 
particular case if sought by the 
Centre,” the government official 
told HT requesting anonymity. 

Earlier this month, Union 
minister for electronics and 
information technology Rajeev 
Chandrasekhar said that the 
companies must comply with 
the laws of the land or they can 
exit the Indian market. Defend- 
ing the rules, the government 
said the information will only be 
sought on a case-to-case basis, 
therefore not violating citizens’ 
right to privacy. 

ExpressVPN, one of the lead- 
ing cloud service providers, has 
already announced that it is 
shutting its servers in India, 
becoming one of the first compa- 
nies to pare back operations in

the country after the Indian 
Computer Emergency Response 
Team (CERT-In) on April 28 
issued directives that require 
additional compliances. 

Several tech companies and 
experts have claimed that the 
directives, which came into 
effect on June 26, open avenues 
for misuse by mandating VPN 
service providers to maintain 
detailed logs of their customers. 

ExpressVPN also cited similar 
reasons for folding its servers in 
the country. “India has ordered 
all VPN providers in the country 
to start logging user activity and 
storing it for five years. This is 
incompatible with our commit- 
ment to user privacy, so we have 
made the straightforward deci- 
sion to stop operating VPN serv- 
ers within India,” Harold Li, vice 
president of ExpressVPN, told 
HT in an email on June 2. 

The new directives from 
CERT-in — the government’s 
nodal agency for detecting and 


responding to cyber incidents — 
may have far-reaching ramifica- 
tions on how VPN services are 
offered and used in the country. 
The directives state that all cloud 
service providers and VPN pro- 
viders will be required to main- 
tain a series of extensive cus- 
tomer information for at least 
five years, even after “any cancel- 
lation or withdrawal of the regis- 
tration” by a customer. The 
information includes validated 
names, address and contact 
number of customers, period of 
subscription, email address and 
IPs being used and purpose for 
using services, among others. 

The norms will also apply to 
data centres and virtual private 
server (VPS) providers. 

“With respect to transaction 
records, accurate information 
shall be maintained in such a 
way that individual transaction 
can be reconstructed along with 
the relevant elements compris- 
ing of, but not limited to, infor- 
mation relating to the identifica- 
tion of the relevant parties 
including IP addresses along 
with timestamps and time zones, 
transaction ID, the public keys 
(or equivalent identifiers), 
addresses or accounts involved 
(or equivalent identifiers), the 
nature and date of the transac- 
tion, and the amount trans- 
ferred,” the norms stated. “The 
failure to furnish the informa-

KOLKATA: A 33-year-old man, 
who was undergoing treatment 
at a private hospital in Kolkata, 
died on Saturday after falling 
from the seventh floor of the 
hospital, police said. 

“The man was admitted in 
the Institute of Neurosciences 
on Thursday where he was 
undergoing treatment for epi- 
lepsy,” said a senior police offi- 
cer. “On Saturday morning, he 
managed to crawl out of the 
window and sat on the cornice 
facing the road. He fell before he 
could be rescued.” 

He fell off at around 1.10 pm 
and hit the cornice of the floors 
below at least twice before land- 
ing on the ground, another offi- 
cer said, adding that he was 
“very very critically injured” 
and admitted to the same hospi- 


tal. 

The man, identified as a resi- 
dent of Dum Dum in north 
Kolkata, died during treatment, 
news agency ANI reported late 
on Saturday night. 

Earlier, police teams and fire 
tenders, equipped with hydrau- 
lic ladders, rushed to the spot, 
where a huge crowd had gath- 
ered. 

“He wasn’t saying anything as 
to why he was sitting there, but 
was not allowing people in uni- 
form to approach him,” said fire 
officer Shubhankar Ghosh. 

Another fire officer request- 
ing anonymity said: “We tried to 
reach him with hydraulic lad- 
ders. But every time we went 
near him, he would move away. 
His family members also 
arrived but he didn’t listen to 
anybody. Attempts were also 
made to reach him through the 
window. But even that failed.”

BHOPAL: A 24-year-old man, 
who was convicted of raping a 
minor, allegedly died by suicide 
soon after the verdict, in Mad- 
hya Pradesh’s Hoshangabad 
district, police said on Satur- 
day.

The genesis of the electoral, = 
ideological crisis in the Sena jj 


The party Bal Thackeray 
founded is fighting for its 
survival after a rebellion 
against the chief minister. 
The outcome will have a 
profound impact on state and 
national politics, and change 
the face of Mumbai forever 


he year is 1966. As the biggest city 

of a young state born just six 

years before, erstwhile Bombay is 

in churn. Waves of capital wash- 

ing ashore cannot keep pace with 

the hordes of young men arriving 
at the city’s gates from the hinterlands in 
search of jobs. The first post-Independence 
generation is reaching adulthood, unmoored 
by the freedom struggle and wary about their 
future in a socialist-leaning economy. Many 
are anxious that “outsiders” are better edu- 
cated or work for lesser pay, thereby beating 
them in the employment market. Into this 
ferment, one rainy June morning, was born 
the Shiv Sena. Anchored by the charismatic 
but militant personality of Bal Thackeray, a 
cartoonist and journalist, the Sena quickly 
achieved success in the city and later, the 
state, by reinforcing Maratha pride, giving 
Maharashtra its first non-Congress chief 
minister (CM) in 1995. 

Fifty-six years on, and a decade after 
Thackeray’s death, the Sena faces an existen- 
tial crisis with the largest rebellion — on three 
separate occasions earlier, top leaders have 


left the party, but none since the death of Bal 
Thackeray — it has ever suffered. With 38 of 
its 55 legislators deserting CM Uddhav 
Thackeray and backing urban development 
minister Eknath Shinde, the party is in free- 
fall and the coalition government it heads on 
the brink of collapse. Irrespective of the 
direction this crisis takes — it will likely end 
up before the courts, unless Uddhav works 
out a truce, creates enough pressure on the 
rebels for some of them to return to the fold, 
or resigns — it is clear that the Maha Vikas 
Aghadi (MVA), the coalition that was forged 
purely as a political checkmate to the Bharat- 
iya Janata Party (BJP), is on borrowed time. 
It is also clear that no matter who is left in 
charge of the Sena, Thackeray or Shinde, the 
tumult will mark the beginning of a new 
phase for the party, if it survives at all. 
There are several immediate reasons for 
the turmoil, but at its root are two contradic- 
tions, electoral and ideological. To under- 
stand this, one has to go back to 2014 - the 
first election the Sena faced without its char- 
ismatic founder, and the first that its erst- 
while junior partner the BJP did with its own 
charismatic new leader Narendra Modi. Con- 
trary to speculation, the death of the senior 
Thackeray provided little emotional boost to 
the Sena, and the party only saw a modest 
three percentage point rise in its vote share. 
Modi’s campaigning, on the other hand, pro- 
pelled the BJP to register a 14 percentage 
point increase in its vote share and nearly tri- 
ple its seat tally. Suddenly, the crown of 
Maharashtra’s Hindu samrat, or emperor, 
passed on from the Thackeray family to 
Modi, whose appeal could sway communi- 
ties that had remained cold to the Sena’s mil- 


itant ways. It marked the end of the Shiv 
Sena’s reign as the big brother of the saffron 
alliance in Maharashtra. It inaugurated a 
period of unrest in the coalition — the Sena 
left, came back, and then left again — but the 
underlying anxiety about Hindutva, and 
whether the Sena could take on the BJP on 
what was once its own turf, was never 
resolved. Uddhav’s decision to insist on the 
CM's chair in 2019 and his walking out of the 
alliance can be understood in this context — 
the Sena was feeling squeezed as a more stri- 
dently Hindutva party was taking the ideo- 
logical plank away from the Thackerays, lim- 
iting their base to Mumbai-Thane, the 
Konkan coast, and pockets in Aurangabad. 
This ideological crisis coincided with an 
electoral stalemate for the party that grew 
out of low-income, Maratha-dominated sub- 
urbs of Mumbai and Thane, and struggled to 
grow in the interior districts, especially in 
regions where a presence was not already 
established during the Bal Thackeray years. 
Uddhav’s attempts to carve out his own ideo- 
logical space (by breaking ties with the BJP) 
ironically created more problems for the 
Sena worker, who found it difficult to recon- 
cile decades of enmity with the Congress- 
NCP. It also did not give the party a foothold 
in the countryside where the Congress-NCP 
was dominant, and the BJP was rapidly 
growing. This problem was evident in the 
60-odd seats where the three MVA partners 
were in direct contest before October 2019. 
The Sena’s response to the dual contradic- 
tion was to lower the pitch on Hindutva and 
dial up its development and governance 
agenda. As this rebellion shows, the strategy 
was devoid of both mass connect - the core

Sena voter’s concerns about hardline ideol- 
ogy and everyday livelihood didn’t square 
with the more urbane image projected by the 
newer crop of leaders who sought to gain 
elite approval and intra-party appeal, with 
the old guard feeling abandoned by newer 
leaders and alienated by the perceived aban- 
donment of the street-fighter mode. Com- 
bined with the demands of an extreme alli- 
ance, the rebels felt that the NCP was able to 
strengthen its organisation through distribu- 
tion of posts in state-run corporations and 
government bodies and the constant aggres- 
sion of the BJP, which was not above nudg- 
ing central agencies to create pressure on the 
unwieldy alliance, and it became a political 
tinderbox that exploded on Monday. 
Despite the fluidity in the political situa- 
tion now, the Sena’s attrition will transform 
Maharashtra’s politics. The clear benefactor 
is the BJP, which has not only avenged its 
humiliation post the 2019 polls but has also 
emerged as the de-facto Hindutva mainstay 
in the state. It is now in a position to either 
absorb the rebel leaders or snatch Sena 
strongholds in the next election with the 
Thackerays likely to be bogged down in pro- 
tecting their fief in Mumbai (Thane will be 
difficult given Shinde’s hold on local men 


and corporators). The NCP should also be in 
a relative position of strength, having used 
two years to strengthen its cadre, place key 
office-bearers in plum posts, and nurture its 
citadel of western Maharashtra, and parts of 
Marathwada and north Maharashtra. 

For national politics, it leaves a lesson and 
a question. It shows that for political parties, 
organisational strength should be valued 
above everything else (especially for outfits 
challenging the BJP). The shakha and vibhag 
in the Sena functioned well under the aadesh 
(order) culture of Bal Thackeray, who cre- 
ated an aura of mystique and power. 
Uddhav’s public office removed the mys- 
tique, and later his isolation — he blamed 
poor health and the rebels blamed a coterie 
of leaders - meant that the organisation 
wilted under the pressure of expectation. 

But it also underlines the dilemma of 
regional parties, which have often shown 
more electoral effectiveness in taking on the 
BJP than the Congress but also grapple with 
the decision of whether to be co-opted by the 
national hegemon or oppose it. As the expe- 
rience of Nitish Kumar and now, Uddhav 
Thackeray shows, either choice can be 
thorny — the BJP’s political machine may eat 
up political and ideological oxygen while in 


alliance but facing it as an adversary can dec- 
imate the party. For a resource-starved 
Opposition that is staring at losing control of 
India’s richest state two years before the gen- 
eral elections, these questions will be crucial 
if it wants to put up a fight in 2024. 

But ultimately, politics is about people. 
And the Sena’s crisis will have no bigger 
imprint than in the place where it all began — 
Mumbai. For almost half a century, 227 Sena 
shakhas have quasi governed the city, acting 
as a local government to solve citizens’ prob- 
lems, or as lobby groups helping constituents 
get admission into school or secure a govern- 
ment job. As the node of civic, cultural and 
social life in large swathes of the city, espe- 
cially its cramped chawls and sprawling 
slums, the shakha ran on the implicit diktat 
of the most important political address in the 
city — Matoshree in Bandra East. But with the 
Sena wobbling, Matoshree in hushed 
despair, and rebels eyeing party corporators, 
is India’s financial capital headed for yet 
another round of churn? Whether the Sena 
survives or reinvents itself, it now seems that 
the era of authority inaugurated that wet 
June morning in 1966 is coming to an end.

The charade of autonomy 
in Pok’s political setup 


ny change in government in 

Islamabad is usually followed by 

a shuffle in Pakistan-occupied 

Kashmir’s (PoK)’s political 
set-up. This reflects the absence of auton- 
omy in the territory, which Pakistan oth- 
erwise claims to be azad or independent. 
This drama was re-enacted in April after 
Prime Minister (PM) Imran Khan lost 
power in Pakistan. 

The last election in PoK in July 2021 
brought to power a Pakistan 
Tehreek-e-Insaf party (PTI) gov- 
ernment headed by Abdul Qay- 
yum Khan Niazi. PTI, which is 
headed by Imran Khan, replaced 
the previous government of Paki- 
stan Muslim League-Nawaz 
(PML-N) headed by Raja Farouk 
Haider. 

Days after Imran Khan’s 
ouster, Sardar Tanveer Ilyas took 
over as PM of PoK, replacing Niazi. How- 
ever, there was a curious twist. The 
no-confidence motion against Niazi was 
brought by his own party members. 

The drama in PoK began soon after 
Shehbaz Sharif was elected as Pakistan’s 
PM on April ll. Three days later, Niazi 
sacked five cabinet ministers. This trig- 
gered the no-confidence motion, and 
Ilyas, also from PTI, took over. Was this 
an intra-party change brought about with 
the approval of the party leader, Imran 
Khan? 

A vote on the floor of the legislature is 
an unusual route to do so. A party leader,

who had just lost power at the federal 
level, is unlikely to initiate such a no-con- 
fidence motion, which could result in the 
loss of his regional fiefdom. 

If Khan did not initiate the move, where 
did the impulse for change come from? 
The election or selection of PM of PoK is 
not possible without a nod from the army. 
But the army was avoiding a change in the 
sensitive area, which could damage the 
narrative that the problem lies on the 
Indian side of the Line of Control 
(LoC). Any change of the figure- 
head without changing the party 
equation is the least cost option. 
Ilyas got 33 votes in the 53-mem- 
ber assembly session, boycotted 
by the 19 opposition members 
from Pakistan People’s Party and 
PML-N. 

Changing a government via a 
vote in the assembly seems legit- 
imate in a democracy, but PoK has a dif- 
ferent arrangement. Under the original 
Interim Constitution Act of 1974, all the 
important legislative and executive pow- 
ers were vested in a council headed by 
Pakistan’s PM. This was criticised as rule 
by proxy by Islamabad. 

Under the 13th amendment of the

It is interesting that the 13th amend- 
ment of Pok’s “interim” constitution was 
made a year before the revocation of Arti- 
cle 370 by the Government of India. While 
Pakistan has always exercised absolute 
powers over and within PoK, the 13th 
amendment made a subtle, yet far-reach- 
ing change. Earlier, Islamabad enjoyed 
powers behind a charade of autonomy for 
the territory. Now, it has assumed those 
powers directly within the territory. 

PoK is effectively integrated in Paki- 
stan, not only in terms of the constitu- 
tional compact of powers, but through 
political control. It is Pakistan’s main- 
stream parties that have formed govern- 
ments in PoK in successive “elections”. 
The hold of regional or “Kashmiri” politi- 
cal parties has progressively diminished. 
The Muslim Conference, which had sup- 
ported the demand for PoK to join Paki- 


stan in 1947, has only one member in the 
53-seat legislature. The Jammu Kashmir 
Liberation Front, which supports the 
“independence” option, is not even 
allowed to participate in elections. Azadi 
(freedom) has no place in azad (free) 
Kashmir, and is only encouraged on the 
Indian side of the LoC. 

The PoK drama may soon be followed 
in Gilgit-Baltistan. The efforts to unseat 
the sitting chief minister Khalid Khurs- 
hid, a PTI member, began in April. 
Recently, the CM insisted that his convoy 
was targeted by the Punjab Police, while 
they were proceeding to attend a rally in 
Islamabad. He survived, but his political 
survival is uncertain.

Mobility as a key driver of 
greater women’s freedom 


s women get back into the work- 
force in towns and cities, with the 
pandemic hopefully receding, the 
accessibility to safe public trans- 
port spells the freedom to choose liveli- 
hoods. Buses, the predominant mode of 
public transport for women in larger cities, 
are overcrowded, inadequate, and often 
unsafe for women. In rural areas, women 
are left to their own devices or have to 
depend on male family members for trans- 
port, something that is not readily available. 

Sonal Shah, founder of the social enter- 
prise, The Urban Catalysts, says that 
women bear a disproportionate burden of 
gender-blind transport systems, especially 
resource-poor women. 

Research by the enterprise shows that 
women tend to spend a higher proportion 
of their income on transport than men. Any 
woman who has travelled in a bus will 
attest to the fact that seats reserved for 
women are often occupied by men who 
refuse to vacate them. Sexual harassment 
also holds women back, in addition to 
issues like infrequent bus schedules cater- 
ing to women’s travel destinations, availa- 
bility of real-time information as women 
may not have access to smartphones, acces- 
sible, well-lit pedestrian walkways, safe 
crossings, and lighting at bus stops. The 
lack of safe public transport prevents 
women from accessing all the employment 
opportunities that may be available, espe- 
cially jobs which involve late hours. 

In arecent study conducted by the social 
enterprise Safetipin in Bhopal, Gwalior and 
Jodhpur, 95% of the women respondents 
felt unsafe while using public transport, 
and 29% said that they had experienced sex- 
ual harassment in public transport in the 
past year. The lack of safe mobility choices 
impacts women’s access to opportunities. 
Girls are often forced to drop out of higher 
education and women take up low-paying 
jobs near their homes due to fear of sexual

harassment in public transport. Women 
resort to strategies such as travelling in 
groups and avoiding certain routes. 

With unpaid household chores and care 
work being disproportionately shouldered 
by women, they will tend to work closer to 
home or opt out of the workforce. Ajmeri, a 
domestic worker in the National Capital 
Region, says that with little to no public 
transport from her semi-slum dwelling, she 
has to walk to work in inclement weather 
and risk her personal safety in the evening. 

Kalpana Viswanath, co-founder of Safeti- 
pin, says that safe public spaces and mobil- 
ity are central to ensure that women enjoy 
their “right to the city”. We need public 
transport that acknowledges and responds 
to the everyday travel needs of women. 

Initiatives such as travel subsidies could 
help informal women workers. The Karna- 
taka government’s construction welfare 
board provides free annual bus passes for 
1,000 workers, including 200 women work- 
ers. A free bus pass would enable saving up 
to 212,600 in a year per person. This prac- 
tice could be extended across India, as all 
the states have welfare boards. 

However, women vendors say buses 
don’t stop for them as there is resistance to 
their boarding with their goods. A redesign 
of women-only bus operations with a large 
fleet of smaller buses that have drop-off 
points close to women’s travel destinations 
may improve ridership and accessibility. 

Sonal Shah argues that, “Cities need to 
collect gender-disaggregated data on 
women’s mobility, travel behaviour, the 
experience of safety, sexual harassment, 
and infrastructure and service issues 
related to public transport to address this 
more effectively.” Inclusive access to mobil- 
ity must consider a rights-based issue, 
rather than a protection-based one.

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t’s an honour, but hardly a surprise. Last week, the Royal Insti- 
tute of British Architects (RIBA) presented Balkrishna Vithal- 
das Doshi with this year’s Royal Gold Medal for Architecture. 
The award, presented on behalf of the Queen, honours an 
architect's body of work. Previous medallists include legends 
such as Frank Lloyd Wright (1941) and Zaha Hadid (2016). 
Charles Correa, who received the medal in 1984, is the only 
other Indian winner. 

Doshi is 94. He has worked on more than 100 projects over 70 years, 
and is often credited with crafting the architectural language of post-Inde- 
pendent India, a style that accounts for local climate, culture, resources 
and habits in each design. He’s much-celebrated: India conferred the 
Padma Bhushan on him in 2020, he received a Gold Medal from the Acad- 
emy of Architecture of France in 1988. In 2018, he became the first Indian 
to win the Pritzker Prize, nicknamed architecture’s Nobel. But the RIBA 
carries a different kind of weight. 

“Tt brought back memories of my time working with Le Corbusier in 
1953, when he had just received the news of getting the Royal Gold 
Medal,” Doshi said in a RIBA statement, referencing his mentor, the leg- 
endary Swiss-French architect. “He said to me metaphorically, ‘I wonder 
how big and heavy this medal will be.’ Today... I feel truly overwhelmed 
to be bestowed with the same award as my guru.” 

Doshi has carried his guru’s exacting principles forward, but swerved 
sharply away from them too. He designed low-cost housing in Anmeda- 
bad and Indore, cultural centres in Varanasi and Pune, and the cave-like 
Amdavad Ni Gufa underground art gallery. He set up and designed the 
Ahmedabad School of Architecture (renamed CEPT University in 2002), 
the Indian Institute of Management in Bengaluru, and the Delhi campus 
of the National Institute of Fashion Technology. 

Generations of architecture students have studied how he fashioned 
vaults from humble brick, echoed stepwells and Fatehpur Sikri buildings 
in his works. 

Anupama Kundoo, recipient of the 2021 RIBA Charles Jencks Award, 
which is given to path-breaking architects, recalls attending his talks. “He 
set up the Ahmedabad School of Architecture,” she says. “To have that 
kind of ambition, to nourish a community of practitioners, is incredible.” 

She notes that Doshi, also a professor of architecture, was determin- 
edly approachable. “He would break the barrier of formality.” 

He has never stopped learning, says photographer and bookmaker 
Dayanita Singh, who worked closely with Doshi, photographing his 
Ahmedabad home, Kamala House, and recording their conversations 
about family, photography, space and light, for her 2021 book Portrait of 
a House. “He’s in his 90s but he’s still a student. He'll listen keenly, be curi- 
ous about everything. When we met, he asked me how I planned to make 
a still photograph speak... He is still thinking critically, all these years on.” 

Kamala House is named for Doshi’s wife, a homemaker who is now 94. 
It draws on the principles BV Doshi used through his career. Nothing is 
permanent or absolute.

have three children, five grandchildren and two great-grandchil- 
dren — they end up leaning against each other, stretched out 
together, “almost entwined”, Singh says.

These principles come not from a mentor but from living ina 
traditional Indian household, Doshi says. “The rituals in the family 
and the traditional ways of living together as a community gave me 
a lot of new ideas about what is real and what is artificial, of what 
is borrowed and what is acquired,” he told Wknd. “They have 
taught me the value of transformation, change, adaptation and 
humility.” 

Doshi’s projects have endured and been adapted as India itself 
has transformed since Independence. At the low-cost housing 
settlement in Aranya, Indore, residents have closed up balconies, 
opened out a porch, split up living rooms. Few of the homes 
retain their original shape. 

So it’s time, perhaps, to also adjust the early definition of 
Indian architecture, says Kaiwan Mehta, architect, author, man- 
aging editor of architecture magazine Domus India and dean of 
Mumbai’s NMIMS Balwant Sheth School of Architecture. 

Seventy-five years into Independence, there are new stories of 
Indian architecture to tell, Mehta adds. “Doshi’s buildings are beau- 
tiful, but they locked the imagination for years. The style has been 
perpetuated and reached its logical end.” 

It’s time to look beyond Ahmedabad for inspiration too, Mehta says. 
“Great work is coming out of small projects in non-urban locations. 
Exposed brick need no longer be the first example of modern Indian 
style.

Glimpses of humour can be seen even in the Rgveda, 
the oldest of Hinduism’s sacred books. The Frog Hymn 
in the seventh mandala of the Rgveda describes the 
| advent of the monsoon in India. This hymn comically com- 
pares the actions and croaking of frogs to the ritual acts and 
recitations of priests. It also caricatures the teaching peda- 
gogy of the time, by comparing the chorus of frog with that of

Ancient Sanskrit verses ran the range from funny to satirical, 
critiquing and mocking figures of power, religion and sanctity, 
while giving voice to popular sentiment about them. 

Take the example of Mattavilasa Prahasana (The Farce of 
Drunken Sport), a comedic drama composed in Sanskrit in the 
early 7th century by Mahendravarman, a ruler of the Pallava 
dynasty in southern India. This satirical play critiques the reli- 
gious figures and practices of contemporary society, particularly 
of certain sects of Hinduism and Buddhism. 

One of the characters in the play, a Buddhist monk, thanks the 
Buddha for bestowing favours on his community of monks as 
they live in palatial residences, sleep on well-made mattresses, 
eat heartily in the morning followed by tasty drinks in the after- 
noon, chew betel leaves with five condiments, and wear fine 
robes. He then wonders why alcohol and consorting with women 
are forbidden, and entertains the idea that perhaps these were 
not so originally. He concludes that such rules were likely added 
to the books by mean-minded elders. 

Latakamelaka (Conference of Scoundrels), a 12th century San- 
skrit farce by Sankhadhara, is particularly interesting for its 
nomenclature. A family freeloader is named Kulavyadhi (Disease 
of his Family); a shrewish wife is Kalahapriya (Fond of Discord); 
a Digambara Jain monk is Jatasura (Demon with Matted Hair); 
a Shaivite mendicant is Ajfianasri (Rich in Ignorance); a hypo- 
critical Brahmin is Mithyasukla (Falsely Pure). 

A common butt of jokes in Sanskrit literature were doctors 
and quacks. A doctor in the 14th-century farce Hasyarnava Pra- 
hasanam (The Ocean of Mirth), written by Jagadisvara 
Bhattacharya, is named Vyadhisindhu (IIIness Ocean), and is the 
| son of Aturantaka (Killer of the Sick). Even specific scams run by 

quacks (seemingly through the ages), such as the eternal quest

He also wrote 
Samayamiatrika (Prostitute’s Breviary), Narmamala (A Garland 
of Seductions) and Desopadesa (Advice from the Countryside), 
in which he ridiculed alchemists, astrologers, fake gurus, cheat- 
ing gamblers, corrupt judges, political leaders, sycophants, and 
those of blind faith.

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MAKING MATTERS VERSE 


It was a verse from a 16th-century collection that prompted A.N.D. Haksar to create his 
compilation of humorous Sanskrit poetry translated into English. In just 31 words, the verse (See: 
He cannot read what others write...) deftly but indulgently cuts down the self-important writer. 
Once he began looking, Haksar says, he found wry humour everywhere, even in the millennia-old 
Bhagavad Gita and Mahabharata. Many of the themes were universal: annoyance at nepotistic 
politicians, anger at cheating traders, frustration over the lies of fake godmen; wry takes on the 
impossibility of marriage. The names of most of the poets are lost to history, but thankfully their

BCE). While on the face of it a tongue-in-cheek 
ribbing of aman by his wife, Haksar believes the 
verse is also a subtle acknowledgement of the 
need for mutual freedom in every relationship. 
“It's intriguing to note how poets in ancient 
India often added hints of progressive thought, 
as of marriage being a social constraint, into 
their work," he says.

Aditya Narayan Dhairy- 
asheel or A.N.D. Haksar is now wielding 
words in a different way. Since he retired 30 
years ago, Haksar, who is based in Delhi and 
now nearing 90, has spent hours translating 
Sanskrit works into English, to make them 
accessible to more readers. 

He’s translated the Hitopadesa (1998), 
Narayan Pandit’s collection of fables com- 
piled circa 850 CE; the Simhasana Dvatrim- 
sika (2000), tales of the 4th-century king 
Vikramaditya, compiled circa 1200; Sub- 
hashitavali (2007), an anthology of verse 
compiled by Vallabhadeva in 15th-century 
Kashmir; and Chanakya Niti (2020), apho- 
risms by the 3rd century BCE strategist and 
philosopher, among other works. 

His most recent translation, Anthology of 
Humorous Sanskrit Verses (Penguin Ran- 
dom House India; May 2022), features 200 
hasya or humorous verses drawn from vari- 
ous works of Sanskrit literature ranging 
from the millennia-old Bhagavad Gita and 
Mahabharata to compilations from the 13th 
and 14th centuries. 

“Sanskrit is mainly associated with reli- 
gion, philosophy, myths and legends and 
other didactic material. But it also has other 
dimensions to it, like ancient humour, that 
deserve a wider audience,” Haksar says.

How did you become inter- 
ested in translation?

How did you fix upon humour as the 
focus of your latest book? 

Iam fortunate to have a prized collection 
of about half a dozen compilations of 
ancient Sanskrit literature, which I keep 
going back to every once in a while. During 
the pandemic, I was confined to my house 
for several months. It was these humorous 
passages that kept me entertained, so I 
thought, why not share them with the 
world? I started looking for humour in San- 
skrit texts from Kashmir to southern India, 
and was surprised to find so many verses 
that reflected the earthy humour of medie- 
val poets in the most subtle ways. The 
project kept me both occupied and at peace 
during those trying times. 


How difficult has the process of 
translation been? 
Translation is a stimulating and challeng- 


ts J oe ing process. To find words that convey both 


the literal sense of the words as well as the 
poetic content isn’t easy at all. One needs to 
focus on conveying both the spirit and fla- 
vour of the text. As with most Sanskrit 
works, there are heavy layers of embellish- 
ment that one has to navigate to get to the — 
essence of the piece, which takes time, 
patience and sometimes several rounds of 
drafting and redrafting.

t's one of the abiding mysteries of the 
ancient world. How did they build 
the pyramids? What exactly is Stone- 
henge? And how on earth did they 
make Dhaka muslin? 

The fabric, popular all the way 
from the 2nd century BCE to 18th century CE, 
is the stuff of legend: Woven so fine that it 
was translucent, with a thread count so high 
that a six-yard sari could pass through a wed- 
ding ring. 

It was worn by Greek aristocracy and 
Mughal and French royalty; written about by 
Jane Austen and Leo Tolstoy; described as 
“woven air”. Production ceased in the 19th 
century, as an industrialising Britain crushed 
India’s once-thriving weaver communities. 

The cotton plant it was made from is now 
extinct. The strain of bamboo used in the 
loom is extinct too. The finest weavers today 
say they wouldn’t know where to begin try- 
ing to replicate it. 

But a new effort aims to revive Dhaka 
muslin. And while they’re still only at a 
thread count of 400 (up from an average of 
60 to 80 for handwoven cotton saris but still 
nowhere near the fabled 1,200), a small first 
batch of saris has been made. 

“When we started this project, it felt like 
we were operating in a vacuum,” says 
researcher Saiful Islam, who has been spear- 
heading the Bengal Muslin initiative since 
2014, supported by the Dhaka-based cultural 
non-profit Drik. 

Islam and his team of photographers, 
researchers, curators and other contributors 
at Drik, where he was CEO from 2012 to 2016, 
have travelled across 11 countries, including 


India, Turkey and China, meeting academics, 
historians and crafts people. They all said the 
same thing: the fabric was made in the East 
Bengal region, but the plant (Gossypium 
arboreum var neglecta, known locally as 
phuti karpas) has gone extinct. 

Using close to 100 books, some written in 
England, others in Bangladesh, still others by 
Chinese, Dutch and Arab travellers, Islam 
and his team began piecing together a com- 
prehensive picture of the Dhaka muslin 
economy. Using descriptions from these 
sources, the researchers also began to piece 
together the production process. They found 
that the fabric was the result of an elaborate 
16-step process (each with its own sub-proc- 
esses), involving 16 different communities, 
across religions, castes and genders. 

The phuti karpas, which grew only on the 
banks of the river Meghna, had unusual ten- 
sile properties that allowed it to be stretched 
thin enough to achieve the high thread 
counts (that’s the number of threads woven 
into a square inch of fabric) of 300 to 1,200. 

To try and find a variety of cotton similar 
to the phuti karpas, the researchers collected 
samples from in and around Kapasia, an 
island in the Meghna river. “DNA analysis 
showed a 70% match with one of the sam- 
ples,” says Islam. So they started cultivating 
it on small patches in Kapasia and along the 
Meghna, in an attempt to replicate soil and 
climate conditions as closely as possible. 

The first crop of this new phuti karpas was 
harvested in 2017. “But we weren't able to 
produce high quality yarn immediately 
because the spinners, traditionally Hindu 
women, had long since left the region,” say 
Islam. 

So the team brought the raw cotton to 
India and had it spun at a type of manual 
spinning machine called the ambar charkha, 
traditionally used in Murshidabad, West 
Bengal. Over and over, in India and Bangla- 
desh, the yarn kept snapping at the loom. 
They could not get the weave fine enough. 
“Static electricity was building up because of 
the dry weather, so we had to use humidifi- 
ers and temperature gauges,” says Islam. 

It took four months to produce a sari with 
a thread count of 300; eight months to reach 
a count of 400. The team has hit 500, but 
only for a few inches. 

“Tt’s mainly because we are still learning to 
work with such fine yarn. It’s maddening in 
some ways,” says Islam, laughing. “I suspect 
this is as fine as we will go.” 

If they can cross a thread count of 1,000, a 
new cycle could begin. And the world could 
finally have an answer to the mystery of just 
how they did it, all those years ago.

ver the last couple of years, as the 
giants of football Lionel Messi and 
Cristiano Ronaldo slowed down, we 
mourned because a protracted 
golden age of goal-scoring and breathless 
attacking football was coming to an end. 

Such ruminations were premature. Of 
course players with the astounding skills of 
these two men are unique, but as they play 
out the final stages of their careers, we are 
witnessing one of the finest goal-scoring eras 
in football history. 

Last season’s goals were rich, generous 
and mindboggling. Look at Mo Salah pull off 
another sensational run and finish! There 
goes Robert Lewandowski again, right man 
in the right place, ball destined for the back 
of the net! There’s Kylian Mbappe, accelerat- 
ing like an Olympic sprinter to meet a Messi 
throughball! 

The coming season could be even more 
astonishing, as two players with incredible 
prowess step up. I’m talking about Liver- 


pool’s new striker, the Uruguayan Darwin 
Nunez, 22, and the Norwegian Erling Haa- 
land, 21, newly signed by Manchester City. 

Nunez has it all. He is powerful and fast. 
His finishing is preternaturally clinical. Play- 
ing for Benfica, he gave his new club a har- 
rowing time in the recently concluded Cham- 
pions League. He is 6’2” but leaves defenders 
slipping in his wake. As much as I hate to see 
the talismanic Sadio Mane leave the Reds, 
Nunez will add a new dimension to Liver- 
pool’s already incredible attacking play. 

Haaland, meanwhile, has it all and then 
some. The man’s a ghost. No one — not Salah 
or Benzema or Lewandowski — can slip 
behind defenders the way Haaland does. 

A towering bundle of lean muscle with 
fantastic pace and game intelligence, Haa- 
land is perhaps the most clinical finisher 
playing the game today. His goal-scoring 
record is barely believable. He’s the fastest in 
history to 100 top-flight goals, which he 
achieved in 146 games for club and country, 
better than Mbappe (180 games), Messi (200) 
and Zlatan Ibrahimovic (245). 

Haaland’s father, Alf-Inge Haaland or 
Alfie, was a Manchester City player too. The 
man — basically a tree-trunk neck and a 
boulder-like jaw atop a barrel of muscle — 
terrorised the Premier League in the late 
90s, playing as a defender and midfielder for 
Nottingham, Leeds and finally City. Alfie’s 
career was famously ended by a horrendous 
premeditated tackle by Roy Keane in a Man- 
chester derby in 2001 (though technically it 
was a left knee injury from before that spelt 
the end of Alfie’s football). It’s a bit ironic 
because in most other circumstances, it was 
Alfie who threatened to end the careers of 
others with his violent tackling. 

If anyone has any nostalgia left for the 
“good old days” when tackling laws were 
laxer, please watch the awkward video City 
has released of Haaland and his dad watch- 
ing old clips of Alfie playing. As one clip after 
another shows his father scything into for- 
wards, Haaland has a look of shock on his 
face. Alfie has the smile of a person who 
knows deep down that he was wrong, but 
has decided to ride it out as if it was nothing. 

At one point, when Alfie chuckles at a par- 
ticularly horrid tackle, Haaland lets out a dis- 
approving grunt. “You would have ended my 
career,” he tells his father.

hat’s it like 
being a celeb- 
rity farmer? 
One must be 
part entrepre- 
neur, part 
tech wizard, 
influencer 
and guru. To their rural audience of other 
young farmers looking for hacks and help, 
India’s farm influencers are role models. To 
their urban viewers, they offer an inside view 
of the business of agriculture and help bust 
some really outdated stereotypes. 

“When I say I'm a farmer, most city people 
seem to think of a young Sunil Dutt in the 
1957 film Mother India, or someone who 
leaves at sunrise armed with ‘steel ke dibbe 
mein sukhi roti’ and toils in the field until 
sunset,” says Santosh Jadhav, 28, laughing. 

They're surprised to learn that Jadhav 
starts his day by auto-irrigating his fields 
with his smartphone, and that he works in 
the fields wearing track pants and sneakers. 

Jadhav, who is from a family of farmers, 
started the YouTube channel Indian Farmer 
with mechanical engineer-turned-farmer 
Akash Jadhav, 27, in 2018. Their 2.66 million 
followers tune in to see how the duo’s Ll- 
acre farm in Sangli, Maharashtra (they grow 
mango, capsicum, tomato and sugarcane), 
is doing. 

Many of the Indian Farmer posts are 
focused on software such as their crop moni- 
toring sensors to track wind speeds, soil 
moisture levels, temperature, light and rain- 
fall, and issues updates as smartphone alerts. 
Popular videos also explain how solar-pow- 
ered water pumps can help reduce costs, 
how mulching sheets can transform almost 
any surface into fertile soil. 

It was videos like these that helped former 
pharmacist Nihal Jagtap find his feet on his 
family farm in Vita, Sangli. Meanwhile, in 
Sirsa, Haryana, Naresh Choudhary, the son 


of a wheat and pulses farmer, says it was the 
farm community that helped him learn how 
to run a dairy farm. In four years, he went 
from an interior designer in Delhi to a man 
with 60 head of cattle. He now pays it for- 
ward by posting tips “for other young 
Nareshes” on his YouTube channel, Saher 
Milky Land, which has 1.13 lakh subscribers. 

The learning stage can be hard and hum- 
bling, says Jagtap, 27, laughing. He returned 
to his family farm in 2020, after pandemic- 
induced losses forced him to shutter his 
Ayurvedic medicine business in Goa. He 
thought cultivating ginger would be easy. He 
asked for the use of a bit of his family’s 
6.5-acre sugarcane farm, and planned to sell 
ginger powder to companies making Ayurve- 
dic medicines. He suffered a loss of Rs 2 lakh 
in his first year. 

“Tt was all because I was ignorant, didn’t 
seek help, and underestimated the amount of 
work that goes into getting a good harvest,” 
says Jagtap. He started watching videos on 
channels such as Indian Farmer. “These vid- 
eos motivated me to ask questions, use new 
technology and come up with creative solu- 
tions when I was faced with a problem.” 

One such solution was a so-called fertiga- 
tion system that delivers nutrients through 
interconnected pipes across the field, at the 
flip of a switch. “It is much more effective 
than the traditional methods of manual 
application, reduces fertiliser wastage and 
speeds up root growth,” Jagtap says. 

His family has since adopted his method 
and, in February, saw sugarcane yields go 
from the usual 90 tonnes to 130 tonnes an 
acre. Since last year, Jagtap has been posting 
videos of his hits and misses on Instagram 
(@niihaal23), “to help other second-genera- 
tion farmers learn the ropes of this business”. 


Virtual harvest 


It’s not easy, though, juggling the demands of 
a farm with those of a following. A 10-minute 
video can take a whole day to shoot and pro- 
duce. Research takes time. And at least a 
couple of hours must be allotted daily, to 
responding to questions and comments. 
The payoffs are the sense of helping the 
community, and of course revenue. Choud- 
hary, 35, whose only investment was a 
microphone worth Rs 800, says he earns 
about Rs 50,000 a month from his videos. 
Indian Farmer’s Akash Jadhav and San- 
tosh Jadhav make about Rs 1.5 lakh a month 
for their videos, though they have upgraded 
their tech to two cameras, audio equipment, 
a mini-drone and two laptops with editing 
software. Their content has been so success- 
ful that they’re branching out, travelling 
around the country to document the stories 
of other farmers in Maharashtra, Himachal 
Pradesh, Punjab and Goa who are leveraging 
technology and doing things differently.

They've met farmers in Punjab who use 
crop stubble as compost instead of burning 
it. They’ve talked to cooperatives in Nashik 
growing grapes, onions and tomatoes. “They 
were ambitious risk-takers and very commu- 
nity-driven,” Akash says. 

Across the board, the problems are com- 
mon: getting bank loans approved, fighting 
the monkeys and thrip infestations, not 
knowing what to do with a bad harvest. 

The question he gets asked most, Choud- 
hary says, is how to craft a project report to 
secure a bank loan. One of Indian Farmer’s 
most popular videos, meanwhile, shows how 
to build a makeshift alarm out of metal 
plates to prevents animals and birds from 
getting too close to crops. 

When it comes to the urban audience, the 
goals are different. Awareness, of course, 
Akash says. But also, “to help change the per- 
ception of farmers as a naive bunch of sim- 
pletons. We want people to see us as invent- 
ors, creators and successful businessmen.”

ast week, I received a picture of a 

man and a woman holding hands,

ger of the latter. It was from Sachin, 
34, a client of mine. His first date with Dia 
was eight months ago. Before their second 
date, he had reached out to me. He knew she 
was the one for him, he said. He didn’t want 
to make any mistakes this time. Could I 
help? 

Sachin had been in a number of relation- 
ships before. In fact, he said, he hadn’t been 
single for more than a few weeks since his 
early 20s. But the relationships were patchy; 
the longest lasted more than five years, the 
shortest for six months. He wanted help 
analysing what kind of a partner he had 
been to his previous girlfriends. He wanted 
to know what gaps to fill, how to handle cer- 
tain situations better, how to be a more sen- 
sitive boyfriend. 

We used, as a reference point, the previ- 
ous relationship that had lasted the longest. 
He was 25 when he first met the woman 
that became his girlfriend of five years. They 
met at a party and hit it off immediately. 
The first year of their relationship was fan- 
tastic, he says. They had shared interests 


and loved each other. She was sensitive and 
communicative. He always felt understood. 

As we looked back together, what 
emerged was that he had not reciprocated 
that behaviour. For example, his girlfriend 
had told him categorically never to bring up 
the shape of her nose, even in jest. Sachin 
remembers doing that on at least three 
occasions. She had mentioned that she did 
not appreciate him talking about ex-girl- 
friends, but he did not stop. 

Looking back, he says, he could see that 
he took a lot more than he gave in that rela- 
tionship. 

Now, this is the bit most people don’t do, 
because introspection is hard. And done 
right, it leads to something even harder: 
Change. But figuring out what one is doing 
wrong is how all self-improvement occurs. 
And from there, it is a clearer road to a 
more fulfilled life, especially when it comes 
to relationships. 

A good place to start is by asking the 
questions: Are you taking someone for 
granted or being taken for granted? Are you 
sensitive to your partner’s emotional well- 
being and is your partner sensitive to yours? 
This balance is necessary for any relation- 


ship to prosper. To nurture a relationship, 
both partners must be willing to look within 
and admit when some realignment is due. 
What makes this easier, and I've said before 
in this column, are clear channels of com- 
munication.

We decided that, 
for the time being, Sachin would just let Dia 
know with each day he spent with her that 
he wanted to be with her for life. 

Three months after this conversation, Dia 
brought up marriage and now they are 
engaged. 

To my mind, this is the modern-day fairy 
tale to aspire to: a relationship of equals 
brought together by love, nurtured not by 
woodland creatures or magic but by the 
careful tending of two people who are com- 
mitted to each other.

How cola 


companies learnt 
to go with the flow 


n1976, Perrier, a company selling bot- 

tled water sourced from a naturally 

carbonated spring in Vergeze, France, 

decided to invest $5 million towards 
marketing its product to a wider audience. 
In what remains one of the largest ad cam- 
paigns in the history of the bottled-water 
industry, the company hired American film- 
maker Orson Welles. In his deep baritone, 
Welles pitched the mysterious drink to con- 
sumers in the UK, Europe and US: “Deep 
below the plains of southern France in a 
mysterious process begun millions of years 
ago, Nature herself adds life to the icy 
waters of a single spring: Perrier.” 

It paid off, in spades. By 1989, Perrier’s 
sales figures had ballooned by a factor of 
300, to 157 million bottles a year. 

Eyeing this graph closely were the soft- 
drink giants Pepsi and Coca-Cola. During 
the ’80s, amid Jane Fonda’s exercise videos, 
the growth of city marathons and news of 
just how much sugar was in carbonated 
drinks, water was becoming the go-to drink 
for the health-conscious. 

The cola giants decided to even out their 
losses by entering this market. Except, they 
weren't going to rely on an exotic spring far, 
far away. At the scales at which they oper- 
ated, it would have been impossible. 

Instead, they began to filter and bottle 
municipal water near their own bottling 
plants, slap beautiful pictures of pristine 
mountains and rivers on the front, and sell 
these as lower-cost improvements on tap 
water. Unable to name their brands after a 
natural spring, as Evian and Badoit did, they 
used invented words such as Dasani. 

The strategy worked. Bottled-water con- 
sumption grew at 30% year-on-year through 
the late 90s, this growth rate far exceeding 
that of the soft-drinks market. Global sales 
across brands reached 10 billion gallons in 
2013. By this point, bottled water was no 
longer a luxury, it was a mass commodity. 
Which presented a new challenge, because 
there is little product loyalty among con- 
sumers once a market becomes crowded 
with a range of similar offerings. 


It was time for the cola giants to pivot 
again. This time, it was towards “enhanced 
water”. Companies around the world are 
now trying to replicate the dissolved miner- 
als and gases of real spring water, in water 
from local municipal sources. Rather than 
the natural carbonation and mineral con- 
tent from springs, bottled water artificially 
infused with carbon dioxide (sparkling 
water), hydrogen and oxygen, as well as dis- 
solved minerals (alkaline water, ionic water, 
blk water with electrolytes) is now sold. 

Incidentally, it is almost impossible to get 
100% pure water in nature. All water con- 
tains at least a small amount of dissolved 
minerals and gases (clean drinking water 
has between 50 and 500 mg/ litre). Make 
the mineral count to 0 mg, as manufactur- 
ers of distilled water do, and what's left is a 
flat and tasteless liquid that feels unnatural 
to the palate. 

To know whether you are getting water 
from a natural source or just glorified tap 
water, check for the words “Mineral Water” 
or “Spring Water”. Any bottle that carries 
one of these terms on the label must be 
obtained directly from natural or drilled 
sources underground and not from public 
water supply. 

But is any of it worth all the fuss? For the 
vast majority of urban consumers, even in 
India, a good filtration system is all that is 
required. Ditch the bottle, I say. Especially 
since each one will take about 450 years to 
decompose.

{ THE GOOD FIGHT } ACTIVIST SHAJI THOMAS 


Meet the Kerala lawyer who 
found his tribe in the Amazon 


Natasha Rego 


natasha.rego@htlive.com 


haji Thomas was born in Kerala, 

studied in Mysuru and lives in main- 

land Brazil, but his heart is in the 

Marajo archipelago, deep in the 
Amazon rainforest. It’s a massive cluster of 
river islands, one of the largest in the world. 
Here, Thomas has been fighting alongside 
local tribal communities to protect the 
land, river, forests, and their rights to these. 
This year marks three decades since he 
joined this fight. 

In 2015, he even got a law degree, to arm 
himself better, and was the first Indian to 
register with the Brazilian Bar Association. 
He is married and raising two children with 
Elysangela Pinheiro, a Brazilian public pros- 
ecutor. How did this all come about? 

Thomas, 54, first arrived in Brazil in 1989, 
for a two-year cultural exchange pro- 
gramme. On a trip into the Amazon rainfor- 
est, he met the Quilombola people, an Ama- 
zonian tribe with African heritage. The meet- 
ing would change the trajectory of his life. 

“The tribal communities here are very 
much like the adivasis in India,” says 
Thomas, who volunteered with tribal-rights 
activists in Odisha while studying for his BA. 
“They have a respect for nature, which is 
their goddess or mother. They depend on the 
forest for their survival, and they know how 
to protect it. Similar to what is happening in 
India, tribals in Brazil are being displaced so 
that the land can be exploited.” 

In the Marajo archipelago, for instance, 
forest communities are being moved into 
nearby cities as the central government and 
corporations claim land for logging, indus- 
trial farming and hydroelectric projects. 

“Even though these communities have 
lived here for centuries, they have no official 
documentation of their rights over the land,” 
says Thomas. “So land, sand and timber car- 
tels show up and force these people to leave.” 
Thomas helps them file public interest litiga- 
tions, and acts as a bridge between tribes and 
philanthropic foundations, helping raise 
funds for reskilling, reforestation, aquacul- 
ture and rainwater harvesting initiatives.

What keeps him going is the scale of 
what’s at stake. The Amazon is the world’s 
largest rainforest. It influences rainfall pat- 
terns, hosts endemic species, and is one of 
the world’s largest natural sinks for carbon 
emissions. Spread over 6 mn sq km and 
across eight countries, nearly two-thirds of 
the rainforest is in Brazil. 

Between decades of deforestation, illegal 
encroachments and infrastructure projects, 
according to the Brazilian government's own 
estimates, 17% of the Amazon forest system 
has been lost. As the rainforest transitions 
from a major carbon sink to a carbon emit- 
ter, primarily as a result of massive fires set 
to clear large swathes of forest, the impact is 
expected to be felt on climate stability 
around the world. 

Already, amid deforestation and rising sea 
levels, the ocean is flooding parts of the rain- 
forest’s archipelagos. The change in climate 
has been dramatic too. Communities once 
depended on six months of rain and six 
months of dry season to grow and harvest 
their staple food, tapioca. “For the last few 
years, we've been seeing five, six, seven 
months of rain, and when it comes, it’s harsh 
and floods the farmlands,” Thomas says. 

He is currently working to set up climate- 
change-resistant agroforestry systems in 
three municipalities in the Marajo archipel- 
ago, using $10 million sanctioned by the 
United Nations to the Avina Foundation. “His 
work done is of fundamental importance,” 
says local researcher Meiriane Lopes, who 
has worked with Thomas on climate vulner- 
ability research in Marajo. 

What motivates him to keep fighting? 
“They say if you protect the Amazon, you 
protect the world,” Thomas says.

WASHINGTON: President Joe 
Biden criticised the US Supreme 
Court for making “terrible deci- 
sions”, a day after it struck 
down the constitutional right to 
abortion. Biden commented 
during a signing ceremony on 
Saturday for gun safety bill he 
supports, though he continued 
to sidestep questions about 
reforms to the court sought by 
some Democrats. 

“I think the Supreme Court 
has made some terrible deci- 
sions,” the president said after 
signing the bill when a reporter 
asked whether the court was 
broken. He didn’t respond to 
other questions, such as on 
court or filibuster reform, 
before heading off to Europe for 
international summits. 

Biden began his remarks on 
guns by renewing his condem- 
nation of the Supreme Court’s 
decision on Roe v Wade. He said 
his administration will do what 
it can to enforce what laws still 
stand, such as allowing people 
to cross state lines to seek 
health services. 

“Jill and I know how painful 
and devastating the decision is 
for so many Americans,” he said 
with First Lady Jill Biden at his 
side. “We’re going to take 
actions to protect women’s 
rights and reproductive health.” 

Biden has warned that execu- 
tive authority is substantially 
limited, leaving him few or no 
options to fill the gaps created 
by the overturning of Roe v 
Wade. He has called on Con- 
gress to instead pass a law codi- 
fying Roe - though there aren’t 
sufficient votes for that in the 
current Congress - and for vot- 
ers to elect more Democrats. 

Also, Biden has directed the 
Department of Health and 
Human Services to make sure 
that mifepristone, an abortion

WASHINGTON: Some of the 
most recognised companies in 
the US indicated that they 
would extend coverage of out- 
of-state medical care, decisions 
that will cover more than a mil- 
lion employees after the 
Supreme Court overturned a 
half-century-old ruling that pro- 
tected abortion rights. 

JPMorgan Chase & Co, the 
largest bank in the US, will pay 
for its employees to travel to 
another state if needed to obtain 
a legal abortion, according to 
information that was sent to all 
US employees this month. The 
benefit will go into effect July 1. 

Meta Platforms, the owner of 
Facebook and Instagram, will 
reimburse travel expenses, “to 
the extent permitted by law, for 
employees who will need them 
to access out-of-state health 
care and reproductive services”, 
according to a spokesperson. 

Walt Disney, which has been 
mired in disputes with conserv- 
ative leaders over its support for 
LGBTQ people, said it will cover 
the cost of travel for employees 
who can’t access the care they 
need in their state. Health-care 
companies CVS Health and Bio- 
gen also said that they are mak- 
ing out-of-state medical care 
including abortion accessible 
for their employees. 

Those big employers joined 
peers including Microsoft, 
which reiterated similar plans 
after the court’s ruling Friday, 
that have said in recent weeks 
they would grant such coverage 
to workers. 

Some top companies had 
already agreed to cover travel 
costs and give other support to 
employees who need to go toa 
different state for an abortion 
because of restrictions where 
they are based. The initiative, 
spearheaded in March by Citi- 
group CEO Jane Fraser, 
includes companies such as 
Amazon.com, Apple, Match 
Group, Tesla and Yelp. 


‘Russians fully occupy Severodonetsk’

KYIV: Russia’s army has “fully 
occupied” the key Ukrainian 
city of Severodonetsk after 
weeks of fighting, its mayor said 
on Saturday, an important stra- 
tegic win for Moscow as it seeks 
to gain full control over the east 
of the country. 

The industrial hub of Severo- 
donetsk has been the scene of 
weeks of running battles, but 
the Ukrainian army said on Fri- 
day that its outgunned forces 
would withdraw to better 
defend the neighbouring city of 
Lysychansk. “The city has been 
fully occupied by the Russians,” 
mayor Oleksandr Striuk said on 
Saturday. 

A few hours earlier, pro-Mos- 
cow separatists said Russian 
troops and their allies had 


entered Lysychansk, which 
faces Severodonetsk across the 
river. “Street fighting is cur- 
rently taking place,” a repre- 
sentative of the 
separatists, Andrei 
Marochko, said on 
Telegram. 

Also capturing 
Lysychansk would 
allow Russia to 
focus its attention 
on Kramatorsk and 
Slovyansk further 
west in its attempt 
to conquer the 
Donbas, Ukraine’s 
industrial heartland. 

In another potentially signifi- 
cant development, Ukraine said 
it had come under “massive 
bombardment” early on Satur- 
day morning from neighbour- 
ing Belarus, a Russian ally not 
officially involved in the con-

MANILA: A US navy destroyer 
sunk during World War II has 
been found nearly 7,000m 
below sea level off the Philippi- 
nes, making it the world’s deep- 
est shipwreck ever located, an 
American exploration team 
said.

U.S. AND ALLIES 
LAUNCH PBP

WASHINGTON: To reinforce its 
Indo-Pacific strategy, and in 
what is being seen as a response 
to China’s aggressive outreach 
to Pacific Island states, the 
United States (US) - along with 
Australia, New Zealand, United 
Kingdom and Japan - 
announced a new Partners in 
Blue Pacific (PBP) initiative on 
Friday. 

In a joint statement, the five 
countries said PBP was an 
“inclusive, informal mecha- 
nism” to support Pacific priori- 
ties, in line with the principles 
of “Pacific regionalism, sover- 
eignty, transparency, accounta- 
bility, and most of all, led and 
guided by the Pacific Islands”. 

The US and its allies said they 
would together, as well as indi- 
vidually, focus on three priority 
areas.

The 
second area of focus is bolster- 
ing “Pacific regionalism”. 

The final area of focus will be 
expanding cooperation between 
the Pacific and the rest of the 
world.

Norway probes 
‘Islamist terror’ 
in deadly attack

OSLO: Norwegian police have 
arrested a man suspected of 
“Islamist terrorism” after two 
people were killed and 21 
wounded in shootings near a 
gay bar in the capital Oslo on 
Saturday, causing the city’s 
Pride march to be cancelled. 

The suspect, who was already 
known to the anti-terrorism ser- 
vices, was arrested quickly after 
the shooting started around 
1:00am local time in Oslo. 

Norway’s domestic intelli- 
gence service PST, which is 
responsible for counter-terror- 
ism, said it was treating the 
attack as “an act of Islamist ter- 
rorism’”. The suspect “has a long 
history of violence and threats”, 
PST’s chief Roger Berg said. 

The suspect had been on the 
PST’s radar “since 2015 in con- 
nection with concerns about his 
radicalisation” and membership 
“in an Islamist extremist net- 
work”, Berg said. 

Intelligence services spoke to 
the suspect last month, but did 
not consider him to have “vio- 
lent intentions”, Berg said. He 
added that the PST was also 
aware the suspect had “difficul- 
ties with his mental health”. 

The suspect’s lawyer, John 
Christian Elden, told Norwegian 
news agency NTB he expected

his client to be put under “judi- 
cial observation” to determine 
his mental state. Norwegian 
media named him as Zaniar 
Matapour, describing him as a 
father of Iranian-Kurdish origin 
who arrived in Norway as a 
child. 

Police said that of the 21 peo- 
ple wounded in the attack, 10 
were seriously injured - but 
none had life-threatening inju- 
ries. An automatic weapon and 
a handgun were also seized. 

Police said they received the 
first reports at 1:14am, and the 
suspect was arrested five min- 
utes later.

court rolled back Roe v Wade, 
declared that the constitution 
did not offer the right to abort, 
and left the decisions to states. 
Three judges dissented and 
declared that the verdict erodes 
the equality and freedom availa- 
ble to women and warned that 
it could potentially inaugurate 
an attack on other rights located 
within the right to privacy, such 
as access to contraception, 
same-sex relationships, and 
same-sex marriages. 

The SC verdict triggered 
automatic bans and restrictions 
in a range of Republican-gov- 
erned states. By Saturday noon 
in America, Alabama, Arkansas, 
Kentucky, Louisiana, Missouri, 
Oklahoma, South Dakota, and 
Utah had already banned abor- 
tion — and in six of these states, 
there were no exceptions even 
for rape or incest. Texas, Idaho, 
Mississippi, North Dakota, West 
Virginia, Tennessee, Wyoming, 
among other states, are 
expected to roll back abortion in 
a matter of days. 


The decision and the coming 
into effect of the trigger bans 
sparked outrage and led to pro- 
tests across the country. 

In Washington DC, both on 
Friday and Saturday, protesters 
gathered around the Supreme 
Court, with slogans such as 
“This decision must not stand” 
and “Legal abortion on 
demand”. Protesters said that 
their focus was now on legally 
challenging the verdict, pushing 
back in states where abortion 
had not yet been banned, and 
ensuring the right of women to 
travel where abortion was not 
banned. Protests erupted in 
other liberal cities, from New 
York to California, as well as in 
mid-western states, even as 
anti-abortion activists cele- 
brated the verdict comparing it 
to the end of segregation and 
framing it as protecting the 
human rights of the unborn. 

Biden, who on Friday called 
the verdict a “tragic error” that 
was cruel and had left him 
stunned, rolled out a set of 
actions to offer protections to

women. To protect the right of 
women to travel to seek medical 
care — women in Republican 
states where abortion is banned 
or restricted are expected to 
travel to Democratic states 
where abortion rights are set to 
be protected — the administra- 
tion made it clear that if any 
local official tries to interfere 
with this right, it will fight the 
“deeply un-American attack”. 
Biden also directed the Secre- 
tary of Health and Human Ser- 
vices to protect women’s access 
to critical medications for 
reproductive health care that 
are approved by the Food and 
Drug Administration, including 
essential preventive health care 
like contraception and medica- 
tion for abortion, according to a 
factsheet released by the White 
House. 

The verdict had an immedi- 
ate political impact, with Demo- 
crats reorienting their cam- 
paign for the midterms to focus 
on the issue. Biden, in his 
remarks on Friday, said that the 
only way to overturn the verdict 


and restore the protections 
embedded in Roe v Wade was 
through a federal law in the US 
Congress and urged voters to 
turn out in large numbers in 
November to vote for represent- 
atives who would do so. The 
Republican leader, Mitch 
McConnell, who played a key 
part in nominating the judges 
who tilted the balance in the 
court, called the decision “cour- 
ageous and correct”. 

America’s divisions were also 
reflected in the editorial posi- 
tions of top media organisa- 
tions. The Washington Post 
called the SC’s decision “wrong- 
headed, radical and dangerous” 
which had thrust the court and 
country into a “perilous new 
era”, and warned that the deci- 
sion had showed Americans can 
no longer take their freedoms 
for granted. The New York 
Times called it an insult to 
women and the judicial system. 
But The Wall Street Journal 
said, in an editorial, that the 
court had finally corrected its 
“historical mistake”, and said 


the decision had returned the 
“profound moral issue of abor- 
tion to the states and demo- 
cratic assent, where it always 
belonged”. 

The SC verdict also sparked 
international outrage. British 
Prime Minister Boris Johnson 
called it a “big step backwards”. 
Canada’s Prime Minister Justin 
Trudeau said the news out of 
the US was “horrific”. “No gov- 
ernment, politician or man 
should tell a woman what she 
can and cannot do with her 
body,” he said. 

New Zealand’s Prime Minis- 
ter Jacinda Ardern said that 
watching the removal of a 
woman’s fundamental right to 
make decisions was “incredibly 
upsetting”. French President 
Emannuel Macron said abor- 
tion is a fundamental right for 
all women. 

The World Health Organiza- 
tion’s Secretary General Tedros 
Adhanom Ghebreyesus said 
that the SC verdict reduced 
women’s access to rights and 
health care.

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Patidar ton edges MP close 
to title, Mumbai battle on 


Madhya Pradesh’s 
162-run first-innings 
lead leaves 41-time 
champions hoping for 
a miracle on final day

MUMBAI: Rajat Patidar scored 
the third century of the innings 
to brighten Madhya Pradesh’s 
hopes of a maiden Ranji Tro- 
phy title. The stylish Patidar hit 
a 219-ball 122 on the fourth day 
of an absorbing final against 
Mumbai at the M Chinnas- 
wamy Stadium in Bengaluru on 
Saturday, ensuring a healthy 
162-run first innings lead. 

Patidar kept Mumbai bowIl- 
ers at bay, and by the time they 
managed to bowl MP out, they 
had piled on 536. At stumps, 
Mumbai were 113/2 in their sec- 
ond innings, still trailing by 49 
runs. Any slim victory hopes of 
the 41-time champions will rest 
on an extraordinary MP batting 
collapse on the final day, which 
will see 95 overs of play. 

Madhya Pradesh continued 
to do what they had done since 
the afternoon session on Day 
2—batting patiently against 
Mumbai's mostly pace-spin 
attack. MP played almost seven 
sessions, keeping Mumbai on 
the field for 177.2 overs. 

Leading MP’s charge was the 
29-year-old Patidar (219b, 
20x4). Resuming on his over- 
night 67, he received able sup- 
port from No 8 batter Saransh 
Jain (57-97b), who went on to 
score his maiden first-class 
half-century. 

MP must have felt some 
pressure at the start of the day 
after Mumbai struck some 
blows. Skipper Aditya Shrivas- 
tava (25, 69b) edged a rising 
Mohit Avasthi (2/93) delivery 
which deflected off ‘keeper 
Hardik Tamore’s gloves to Sar- 
faraz Khan at first slip. Akshant 
Raghuwanshi (9, 18b) was 
bowled by paceman Tushar 
Deshpande (3/116) and debu- 
tant Parth Sahani (11, 18b) was 
trapped leg before by left-arm 
spinner Shams Mulani (5/173), 
who bowled 63.2 overs. It 
reduced MP from 401/3 to 
430/6 with the lead just 56 
runs.

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Patidar though kept going at 
the other end, playing some 
exquisite shots.

628 runs so far at an average of 
78.50, he is the second among 
the leading run-scorers with 
only Sarfaraz ahead. 


Fruitful year 

It has been a fruitful year for 
Patidar, who played useful 
knocks in the group stage for 
MP before shining in the IPL 


52.28 = 152.75 
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for Royal Challengers Banga- 
lore, topping it with a century 
in the final. 

The sparse crowd kept 
chanting ‘RCB, RCB’ while he 
batted. He and Jain put their 
head down to wrest the initia- 
tive away from Mumbai. Their 
117-ball 53-run partnership 
took MP’s lead past 100 runs. 
More important, they ate into 
the playing time. 

Patidar was castled by a 
peach of a delivery from Desh- 
pande which jagged back to 
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sneak between bat and pad. 
Jain, on 26 at that time, contin- 
ued to play no-risk cricket to 
reach his half-century. Mulani 
took the last three wickets to 
finish with his sixth five-wicket 
haul of the season. 

Mumbai started their second 
innings rapidly and at one 
point were scoring at over six 
runs an over. Skipper Prithvi 
Shaw (44, 52b) opened with 
Tamore (25, 32b) instead of reg-

ankle injury and had to sit out 
for mandatory time before he 
can bat. 

Their run-a-ball 63-run part- 
nership put Mumbai in a posi- 
tion to overhaul the deficit in 
the evening session itself but 
MP spread the field and bowled 
wide of off-stump to curtail 
scoring.

MALAHIDE: He struck gold in his 
debut season as captain in IPL, 
and all-rounder Hardik Pandya 
says that responsibility brings 
out the best in him. 

Pandya, who led Gujarat 
Titans to the title in the side’s 
debut season, has been named 
captain of the India team for the 
two-match T20 series against 
Ireland. The first game will be 
played here on Sunday. 

The all-rounder said he 
believes in taking ownership on 
the field. “Earlier also, I liked tak- 
ing responsibility and now also it 
is the same, but it is a bit more 
responsibility now. I always 
believed that I did better when I 
took responsibility,” Pandya said 
ina virtual press conference on 
Saturday. Playing under MS 
Dhoni and Virat Kohli taught 
Pandya a lot about leadership, 
but he said every captain has his 
style. 

“T have taken a lot of things 
from them, but I also want to be 
myself. My understanding of the 
game is different,” he said. 

“I am not instinctive but see 
the situation more than go by my 


gut feeling. At what point of 
time, what decision the team 
requires, I focus on that... Gut 
always goes 50-50.” 

India are fielding their reserve 
players in the series against Ire- 
land and Pandya said the bench 
strength India possess now is a 
good sign for the game in the 
country.

Harmanpreet leads 
India to series sealing

Vice-captain 
Smriti Mandhana’s (39 off 34 
balls) experience comple- 
mented by the exuberance of 
Shafali Verma (17 off 10 balls) 
and Sabbhineni Meghana (17 off 
10 balls) helped India chase 
down the 126-run target in 19.1 
overs. 

India stuttered in what 
should have been a comfortable 
run chase before Harmanpreet 
took India home with an 
unbeaten 31 off 32 balls. 

Sri Lanka had squandered a 
fine start to post a below par 
125/7. The third and final T20I 
will be played here on Monday. 

It was a day to remember for 
Mandhana, who became the 
second fastest Indian woman to 
reach 2,000 T20 runs. Man- 
dhana reached the milestone in 
her 84th innings, becoming the 
third Indian woman after Mith- 
ali Raj (70 innings) and Har- 
manpreet Kaur (88 innings) to 
cross the mark. 

Opting to bat with the series 
on the line, it was the duo of 
captain Chamari Athapaththu 
(43 off 41 balls) and Vishmi 
Gunaratne (45 off50 balls) who 
provided an ideal start for the 
Sri Lanka by taking the Indian 
bowlers to the cleaners. The duo

also put up Sri Lanka’s best 
opening stand (87) in T20s to 
leave the Indians frantically 
searching for breakthroughs. 
However, after Athapaththu 
and Gunaratne departed, Sri 
Lanka caved in as they lost a 
slew of wickets, finishing with 
an underwhelming total. 

Deepti Sharma (2/34 in 4 
overs) was the best bowler with 
support from spinners Radha 
Yadav and Pooja Vastrakar. 

“They (bowlers) did a really 
good job today and also in the 
last match to defend 139,” Man- 
dhana told the post-match press 
conference. Harmanpreet said: 
“Happy, hitting runs always 
feels good.

Expectant mom Harika chases Olympiad high

Dronavalli has been

Google search. The 
hunt is for athlete examples 
with major tournament wins 
during late pregnancy. Luck 
runs thin. The 3l-year-old India 
chess player describes her own 
decision to compete in her final 
trimester as a bit of a gamble— 
“It’s a bit like shooting in the 
dark.” 

As things stand, Harika will 
be part of the Indian women’s 
team on the top board for the 
Olympiad in Mahabalipuram in 
July. She’s counting on her next 
round of scans to not botch 
plans. 

“Mentally, I’m ready. Medi- 
cally, of course, it’s hard to pre- 
dict. Once I decided to play the 
Olympiad, my family has 
backed me. Of course, my 
gynaecologist gave me the 
go-ahead first. I’m keeping 
myself fit, and I want to be there 
for my team.” 

Harika learnt she was preg- 
nant just ahead of last year’s 
World Rapid and Blitz champi- 
onship in Warsaw. She didn’t go 
through with the tournament or 
any of the others since. The 
Olympiad didn’t originally fea- 
ture in her plans either, prima- 
rily since it was to take place in 
Moscow. It was shifted to Chen- 
nai after Russia was stripped of 
its hosting rights following its 
Ukraine invasion. 

The fresh venue of her 
favourite tournament on the 
chess calendar is just an hour’s 
flight away and India as its first- 
time host was sufficient motiva- 


tion to reconsider. 

She sat down with her gynae- 
cologist to check her probability 
of participation in the Olympiad 
and September’s Asian Games. 
Chess was to make a comeback 
in the continental event and it 
was almost certain she wouldn’t 
be able to make it. When news 
of its postponement to next year 
broke, Harika was somewhat 
relieved. 

While she’s going through 
the whole gamut of final trimes- 
ter-associated discomforts—pri- 
marily feet swelling and fatigue, 
in her head, she says, her world 
is yet to be upturned. “To be 
frank, I really can’t feel it yet. 
I’ve read about it in books, the 
whole shift that pregnancy and 
motherhood bring about. Per- 
haps that'll happen when I hold 
my baby for the first time. Of 
course, I’m more cautious now 
because I know there’s one 
more life I’m responsible for, 
but my priorities haven't 
changed a whole lot. I’ve spent 
more than 20 years playing 
chess, it’s hard to just drop that 
overnight.” 

Harika will be travelling to 
Mahabalipuram with her hus- 
band and grandmother and the 
All India Chess Federation plans 
to have an ambulance on 
standby for her at the hotel. 

Expectant mothers being part 
of major competitions late into 
their pregnancy isn’t without 
precedent. The 2012 Olympic 
Games featured an eight-month 
pregnant Malaysian shooter 
Nur Suryani Mohammad Taibi. 
Alysia Montano ran the 800m at 
the 2014 US track and field 
championships while eight 
months pregnant and American 
seven-time Olympic medallist

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Dana Vollmer swam the 50m 
freestyle at a 2017 national meet 
while six months into her preg- 
nancy with her second child. 
They may not have finished 
among the medals, but their act 
of turning up at competitions 
with visibly pregnant bellies, 
and crushing fatigue, can be 
seen as quiet barrier-breakers 
for women everywhere. 

It’s the victories though that 
lodge themselves in our heads 
straightaway. Female athletes 
winning big in the early stages 
of pregnancy aren’t exactly rare. 
Harika shares her favourite— 
former world No 1 Serena Willi- 
ams, who discovered she’s preg- 
nant days before the 2017 Aus- 
tralian Open. She finished with 
her seventh Grand Slam win. 
“Serena is inspiring...To have 
done what she did in her eighth 
week...Of course there are oth- 


ers as well. We somehow tend 
to remember the winners. I 
hope I can be one too. Every 
female athlete who goes 
through pregnancy and mother- 
hood during their careers have 
different paths, journeys and 
choices.” 

Closer home, Harika’s senior 
in the team, Koneru Humpy, 
took a two-year hiatus from 
competitions through preg- 
nancy and early motherhood 
after developing pre-natal com- 
plications in her second trimes- 
ter. She returned to win the 
World Rapid Championship in 
2019. While she’s looking up 
inspiring accounts, a part of 
Harika wonders how much her 
current condition might impact 
her teammates at the Olympiad. 
India’s two female GMs— 
Humpy and Harika—are the 
strongest members of the 


women’s side, typically tasked 
with the heavy lifting at team 
events. At last year’s World 
Team Championships—India 
won a historic silver—Harika 
wound up playing 11 games in 
seven days. It was a tournament 
where Humpy was missing. 
Given Harika’s seeming physi- 
cal limitations at this point, it 
might call for tweaks in strat- 
egy. “It’s quite a unique situa- 
tion,” offers GM Pravin Thipsay, 
who’s heading the Indian dele- 
gation for the tournament. “I 
think we'll have to form game 
strategy on a per day basis, 
depending on how Harika is 
feeling each morning. It can’t be 
easy on her body. We must be 
judicious in how we use her so 
she gets enough rest and can be 
fielded for key matches.” 

Typically, Harika is the most 
psyched member ahead of team 
events. It’s accompanied by 
pangs of stress. This time 
though, medical wisdom sug- 
gests she go easy on herself. She 
has three don’ts on her mental 
sticky notes: don’t stress, don’t 
obsess about a medal and don’t 
sit for long hours. To address 
the latter, she plans to walk 
around during her opponent’s 
time in the games. 

“I think mentally others in 
the team will be a lot more pre- 
pared to play a greater number 
of games this time,” she says. 
“The Olympiad is not something 
I just want to tick off a list. The 
team matters to me and I’m 
hoping to be useful. I just want 
to last the entire tournament, 
give it my all and not go into 
labour before it’s over.”

Bajrang shakes 
off blues, keen 
to hit peak form

NEW DELHI: It’s been over 10 
months since Bajrang Punia 
defeated Kazakh Daulet Niyaz- 
bekov in Tokyo to win an Olym- 
pic bronze with an injured right 
knee. The podium finish should 
have heralded a fresh phase in 
his career, but what followed 
was a period of lingering self- 
doubt and dip in confidence. A 
long rehabilitation meant he 
missed last year’s nationals, and 
when he did return at the Yasar 
Dogu event in February he with- 
drew from the event. This time, 
it was his other leg that gave him 
grief. “I started to feel there’s 
something wrong with my body. 
I didn’t feel the power, felt slow 
and looked beatable,” the 
28-year-old said on Saturday ina 
media interaction organised by 
SAI. 

While the injury healed, it left 
deep mental scars. “There were a 
lot of negative thoughts. I wasn’t 
sure if my body was in sync, and 
it began to show in my game. I 
was not sure when to attack or 
defend; I was hesitant to go all 
out,” the 65kg wrestler said. 

Bajrang has not won an event 
since the Matteo Pellicone Rank- 
ing Series in Rome last year. He 
missed the Dan Kolov-Nikola 
Petrov tourney in Bulgaria in 
February before pulling out of 
Yasar Dogu. He returned to com- 
petition with the Asian Champi- 
onships silver in April where he 
appeared slow and laboured in 
his loss to Iran’s junior world 
champion Rahmad Mousa 
Amouzadkhalili in the final. 

In May, he barely managed to 
make it to the Commonwealth 
Games squad in the selection 
trials after being stretched in 
both his bouts by younger rivals. 
Earlier in June, he won bronze 
via repechage at the Bolat Turly- 
khanov Cup in Almaty, Kazakh- 
stan after losing to Uzbek Abbos 
Rakhmonov 3-5 in the first 
round. 

Shaken by indifferent form, 
Bajrang underwent a series of 
tests on returning from Kazakh- 
stan. The results of techno-body 
assessment, functional move- 
ment screening body composi-

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tion analysis and Vo2max tests 
were encouraging and helped 
clear the mental cobwebs. 

“I compared my 2018-19 
results with the new findings 
and found that my body is in 
great shape. There is no defi- 
ciency. In the last 15-20 days of 
training, I have noticed some 
positive differences in my body 
and wrestling movements. I 
think I am ready for competition. 
I want to return to my 2018-19 
form,” he said. “Earlier, people 
would say my leg defence was 
weak, but after my recent per- 
formances, they were saying my 
attack has gone weak. All that 
chatter really bothered me, so it 
was important to get the tests 
done and clear the doubts.” 

Bajrang will fly to Michigan 
University for a 35-day stint. The 
primary objective is to get qual- 
ity sparring, said the three-time 
world championship medallist. 
“T went to that facility before the 
Olympics and I liked it. There are 
no distractions when you train 
abroad. There is a wrestler in the 
70kg class and one in the 65kg 
category who I'll be mostly spar- 
ring with. There will also be 
wrestlers from Slovenia, Serbia, 
Italy etc., so I'll get a good mix. 

“There is no specific area in 
my game that I will be looking to 
work on in the US. My plan is to 
sharpen my overall game, be it 
attack or defence, with the help 
of some high-quality sparring.” 

Bajrang will enter next 
month’s CWG in Birmingham as 
defending champion and then 
chase an elusive World Champi- 
onships gold at Belgrade in Sep- 
tember. “It is a busy season and I 
wish to start it with a successful 
CWG. I am not taking CWG 
lightly at all. I lost the final in 
2014, so you can’t take any oppo- 
nent lightly in international 
wrestling.”

TV shows, but actor Karan 

Wahi has been away from 

daily soaps for almost six 
years. However, the sabbatical has 
not really bothered him. 

Ask what kept him away for so 
long, and Wahi, who will soon 
return to the tube for a show, says it 
wasn’t a lack of creativity that kept 
him away from TV. “They were 
creatively satisfying... TV needs 
25-30 days a month. But, I was not 
ready to give 30 days a month, 
because I feel I'll burn myself out 
and won't be able to do justice to it.” 

The Hundred actor admits he was 
aiming to make a comeback, but 
none of the offers fructified. Ask 
how many shows he has rejected, 
and he is quick to say, “I would not 
want to answer that question. Even 
if ] answer that question with most 
humility, it will sound pompous.”

Urban air mobility is anticipated to expand exponentially at 
a CAGR of +25% between 2018 and 2025, an anticipated $74 
billion market by 2025. Developing a successful network of 
electric air mobility in India requires collaboration between 
private players and government regulatory boards such as 
the Ministry of Civil Aviation (MoCA), the DGCA, and the 
state governments for tourism purposes. Regulatory boards 
also need to make commercial operations viable from a 
legal and policy standpoint. 

For vertical air mobility space to flourish in India, 
regulatory authorities need to formulate regulations for 
pilotless vehicles, airworthiness certifications, and the need 
for a pilot’s license. Implementation of efficient energy 
management systems, onboard sensors, collision detection 
systems and advanced technologies such as 
artificial intelligence are required. 
Infrastructural support like constructing take- 
off and landing zones, parking lots, charging 
stations, and vertiports is needed. : 

Other requirements include creating a robust 
air traffic management system integrated with 
other modes of transportation, amassing a 
flawless operational and mechanical safety 
record, as well as the development of a 
document outlining proposed means 
of compliance for eVTOLs, aligning 
frameworks to the reliability 
standards used by commercial 
aviation, especially as regards to 
levels of safety.
